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Brooklyn, Tuesday, May igtk, 1874. 

This being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Long Island for 
the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled at ten o'clock, for Divine Service, in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, in the City of Brooklyn, the 
place appointed by the Bishop. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Samuel Cox, D.D., 
Rector of St. James' Church, Newtown, the Rev. Charles 
H. Babcock, Rector of St. George's Church, Brooklyn, 
reading the First Lesson, and the Rev. Thomas W. Haskins, 
Rector of the Church of the Ascension, Brooklyn, E. D., the 
Second Lesson. The Rev. William A. Snively, Rector of 
Grace Church, Brooklyn Heights, said the Creed and 
Prayers. 

The Ante-Communion Service was read by the Rev. 
N. H. Schenck, D.D., Rector of St. Ann's Church, Brooklyn, 
the Rev. Samuel M. Haskins, D.D., Rector of St. Mark's 
Church, reading the Epistle, and the Rev. Jacob W. Diller, 
D.D., Rector of St. Luke's Church, the Gospel. 

The Rev. John A. Paddock, D.D., Rector of St. Peter's 
Church, Brooklyn, announced, after morning Prayer, Hymn 
126; after the Ante-Communion Service, Hymn 202; and 
in the Communion Office, Hymn 203. The Bishop deliv- 
ered a portion of his Triennial Charge on "The Alleged 
Decline of the Christian Priesthood." 

The Offertory was read by the Rev. Dr. Paddock, and the 
Alms, which were appropriated to the Missionary Work of 
the Diocese, were collected by the Rev. Messrs. Carter, 
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l8 Diocese of Long Island, 

McElroy and Newton, and Mr. Elliott. The Rev.William H. 
Moore, Rector of St. George's Church, Hempstead, said the 
Prayer for Christ Church Militant, and the Rev. J. Carpenter 
Smith, D.D., Rector of St. George's Church, Flushing, the 
Exhortation and Confession, the Right Rev. the Bishop 
pronouncing the Absolution, and proceeding with the conse- 
cration of the elements. The Rev. Drs. Schenck, Diller, 
Haskins, Cox, Van Kleeck, Smith, and Messrs. Moore and 
Snively assisted in the administration. The Post-Commun- 
ion was said by the Rev. Robert B. Van Kleeck, D.D., the 
Bishop pronouncing the Benediction. 

After a brief recess, the Right Rev. the President took 
the Chair, and called the Convention to order. 

The Secretary then proceeded, under the direction of the 
Bishop, to call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese en- 
titled to seats, when fifty-five answered to their names, and 
took their seats as members.* 

The Churches entitled to representation were then called 
over, and the Lay Delegates presented their certificates, 
which were examined by the Secretary and a Committee of 
two, appointed by the President, viz. : Hon. John A. King 
and Mr. N. D. Morgan. 

The names of the Lay Delegates duly appointed were 
called, when Delegates from forty-six Parishes appeared and 
took their seats.f 

A constitutional quorum being present, the Right Rev. 
the President declared the Convention duly organized for 
business. 

The Convention then proceeded, according to Article VI, 
of the Constitution, to the election of a Secretary. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Haskins, the vote by ballot was 
unanimously dispensed with, and the Rev. T. Stafford 
Drowne, D.D., Rector of St. Paul's Church, Brooklyn, was 
re-elected Secretary.

The Secretary in accordance with the Rules of Order, 
nominated the Rev. Edmund D. Cooper, Rector of the 
Church of the Redeemer, Astoria, as Assistant Secretary, 
who was thereupon re-elected by the Convention.

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Long Island respectfully 
report the following meetings and official acts : 
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June 2d, 1873. The Rev. Charles H. Hall, D.D., was chosen Presi- 
dent, and the Rev. T. Stafford Drowne, D.D., Secretary. Stated meet- 
ings were directed to be held on Mondays of the Ember Weeks. The 
proper testimonials on behalf of the Rev. William Short and the Rev. John 
C. Hewlett, Deacons, applying to be admitted to the Holy Order of 
Priests ; of Frederick B. Carter, Irving McElroy and Charles Pelletreau, 
applying to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons ; and of Benjamin 
J. Brenton, applying to be admitted a candidate for Deacon's Orders, 
were signed. 

June 28th^ ^873. Official notification was received from the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of Ohio of the death of the Right Rev. Charles 
Pettit Mcllvaine, D.D., Bishop of that Diocese, and a suitable reply 
ordered to be returned. The consent of the Committee was given to the 
consecration of the Rev. Benjamin H. Paddock, D.D., Rector of Grace 
Church, Brooklyn Heights, as Bishop of the Diocese of Massachusetts, and 
the proper testimonials were signed. 

September 15th, 1873. The consent of the Committee was given to 
the consecration of the Rev. Theodore B. Lyman, D.D., as Assistant 
Bishop of the Diocese of North Carolina, and the proper testimonials 
were signed. The proper certificate on behalf of William E. Adamson, 
applying to be admitted a candidate for Holy Orders, was signed. The 
Committee accepted an invitation to attend the consecration of the Rev 
Benjamin H. Paddock, D.D., Bishop-elect of Massachusetts, on the 17th 
of September. Bills for printing were approved and ordered to be paid. 

November 6th, 1873. The consent of the Committee was given to 
the consecration of the Rev. John F. Spaulding, Rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Erie, Pa., as Missionary Bishop of Colorado, Wyoming and New 
Mexico, and the proper testimonials were signed. The proper certificates 
on behalf of Cornelius L. Twing, William W. Ayres, Henry Bedinger and 
Richard H. L. Tighe, applying to be admitted as candidates for Holy 
Orders ; and of the Rev. Charles Pelletreau, applying to be admitted to 
the Sacred Order of Priests, were signed. Consent to the election of an 
Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Mississippi, was, for various reasons, de- 
clined. 

December 2d, 1873. The proper certificate on behalf of Joseph 
Perinchief Cameron, applying to be admitted a candidate for Holy Orders, 
was signed. 

December 15th, 1873. Proper testimonials on behalf of the Rev. 
Charles Henry Babcock, the Rev. Joshua Kimber, and the Rev. John G. 
Bacchus, applying to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Priests ; and of 
William S. Adamson, applyirig to be admitted to the Sacred Order of 
Deacons, were signed. 
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February 9th, ^^74* Proper testimonials on behalf of Thomas Benja- 
min Fulcher, applying to be admitted a candidate for Holy Orders, were 
signed. Certain rumors and charges having been laid before this Com- 
mittee, in accordance with Section IV., Canon 3, Article II., affecting 
the character and standing of the Rev. William L. Parker, and after due 
investigation, a statement of facts with documentary proof having been 
submitted, sentence of suspension from the exercise of all the functions of 
the ministry for the period of twelve months, and longer under certain 
contingencies, was pronounced against him by the ecclesiastical authority 
of the Diocese. 

May nth, 1874. Proper testimonials on behalf of the Rev. Irving 
McElroy, Frederick B. Carter and John Henry Prescott^ applying to be 
admitted to the Sacred Order of Priests, and of Spencer Summerfield 
Roche, John Gardner Rosencrantz and Joseph Hooper, applying to be 
admitted to the Sacred Order of Deacons, were signed. Satisfactory evi- 
dence having been laid before this Committee that the Rev. Thomas J. 
McFaddin, a deacon of this Diocese, had abandoned the communion of 
this Church without availing himself of the provision of Canon 5, Title 
II., Section I., of the Digest, it was ordered that the fact be certified to 
the Bishop. 

Certain bills for expenses incurred by the Trustees of the Estate be- 
longing to the Diocese of Long Island, and for postage, were audited and 
ordered to be paid.

Heport 

OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE OF 

LONG ISLAND. 

In presenting to the Convention their annual Report, the Missionary 
Committee, "thank God, and take courage.*' The work intrusted to 
your Committee has never been more prosperous, and encouraging than 
during the past year, since our historic life as a Diocese^ nor has so much 
been accomplished in a like space of time before. 
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Those who are doing the work earnestly, perseveringly, and judiciously 
have been abundantly rewarded with the blessing of the Great Head of 
the Church upon their patient, faithful labors. 

Old parishes, which, up to within one or two years, had scarcely 
vitality enough to prolong existence, are to-day giving signs of vigorous 
life. The new points which have been taken and occupied have had, 
almost without exception, remarkable success in the hold which the 
Church seems to be gaining upon the people, and the growth which has 
resulted, under the blessing of God, from the labors of our devoted mis- 
sionaries. 

The Treasurer reports that during the Conventional year ending May 
19, 1874, forty-nine Parishes and Mission Stations have contributed to 
the Mission Fund of the Diocese. The Treasurer has received from all 
sources #9^556.47. and there has been paid $8,598.91, leaving a balance 
of $957.56. 

At their first meeting after the Convention your Committee msde ap- 
propriations to seven Parishes, and eleven Mission Stations. In October 
they added another, making in all mneteen. These have been supplied with 
seven Priests, one Deacon, six Lay Readers, and a Deaconess for the 
Public Institutions of Kings County. Three of these Parishes, and fiwt 
Stations are in Kings County, and five Parishes and six Stations in Suf- 
folk. Although we have no Missions in Queens County, and while there 
are points which we feel ought to be occupied, and will be, as soon as we 
have the means, still there are four points which have been taken by three of 
the old Parishes in that county, which are in a thriving condition. St. 
George's Church, Flushmg, has three ; — the Town Farm and the flourish- * 
ing Mission at College Point, entirely supported by the Brotherhood of St, 
George's Church, and the Mission at Queens. St. James' Church, New- 
town, has one at Woodside, and Grace Church, Jamaica, one at Rich- 
mond Hill. The last two are organized Parishes, and Richmond Hill 
has become an independent Parish. Two Churches in Kings County, 
the Church of the Good Shepherd and St. George's (formerly Guion 
Church) have become self-sustaining, and have withdrawn from the list 
of your Committee. The latter applied for aid for one year to tide 
them over their financial embarrassment. The favorable response of your 
Committee, so encouraged the Parish, and strengthened its activities, 
that in eight months they found themselves in a position to do without 
further aid, and gave us notice to that effect. 

St. Paul's Church, E.D., has almost achieved a like result. Thb valu- 
able property was heavily burdened with debt. Through the tact and 
unyielding efforts of its present fearless Rector, the indebtedness has been 
much reduced. It will require the small appropriation of the Commit- 
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tee for at least another year. The statistics from these Parishes will give 
an idea of their importance, and show the wisdom of the Bishop in pro- 
posing the aid they have received to help them to a firm footing. The 
Church of the Good Shepherd: baptised 5 adults, 29 infants — total 34; 
confirmed 20, added to the Holy Communion 70 — total 1 70. St. George's 
Churchy Tompkins* Square, from Sept. ist, '73 to May 1st, '74, during 
which time assistance was received from the Committee, 26 have been 
baptised — 5 adults, 21 infants; confirmed 26, communicants, 110. Con- 
tributions for Parish and Diocesan purposes, $2,630. St. Paul's, E.D., 
36 baptised, 47 confirmed, 15 communicants, 250 Sunday-school children. 
St. Thomas' Chapel, Cooper avenue, St. Timothy's, Brownsville, and St. 
John's, Greenfield, are in sparsely settled districts. They have not occu- 
pied the ground too soon, and are accomplishing all that can be reasonably 
expected of them. At $t. John's, Greenfield, there has been a regular 
morning service ; 5 have been confirmed. A chapel is needed here before 
anything permanent can be done. A small amount has been subscribed 
for this purpose. 

St. Timothy's, Brownsville. Twenty families are connected with this 
Parish. Baptised 6, communicants, 12, and 63 Sunday-school scholars. 
Several persons are preparing for holy baptism and confirmation. 

At St. Thomas' Chapel there are 10 families, 13 communicants, 31 
Sunday-school scholars, and 1 1 infants have been baptised. There have 
been here some improvements in the Chapel, and a slow but steady in- 
crease of attendants upon the public services. 

Your Committee cannot omit here, to make mention of one, whose 
name and memory are closely linked with the work of these two Stations. 
The faithful, loving, earnest Lay Reader, Mr. Trezevant, who, with 
feeble health, through summer's heat and winter's cold, labored so perse - 
veringly in these two Stations, and through whose untiring efforts St. 
Thomas' Chapel was built, was called to his rest soon after the last Con- 
vention, and only a few weeks after his ordination to the Diaconate in 
St. Luke's Church, in this city by the Right Rev. Bishop Clarkson, in 
whose Diocese he expected to exercise his ministry, and where he hoped 
to recruit, if not recover from the disease which terminated his life in the 
(lesh on the very threshold of his ministry. The good and ^ithful ser- 
vant fell asleep in Jesus without an opportunity of exercising even once 
that ministry which he received of the Lord Jesus, through Apostolic 
hands. 

The Mission to the Public Institutions is still under the care of a 
Deaconess. Her report of what she has met with and seen, and what, 
in humble faith, she has striven in the name of Christ to do, cannot fail to 
enlist the sympathies and prayers of all good Christian people, as we trust 
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it will attract the attention, and move the hearts of other godly women, 
to become helpers in Christ Jesus in this female Diaconate, of which there 
is very pressing need, and which, in Apostolic times, had associated with 
this office, the names of Phebe and Priscilla, Tryphena and Tryphosa, 
and other honorable women, whom St. Paul calls '^ his fellow laborers, 
whose names are in the Book of Life." Your Committee will not at- 
tempt an abstract of this report, but will append it to their own and com- 
mend it to the attention of all whose eye it may meet. It will speak in its 
own words, and tell its own story best, of visits to the hungry, the naked, 
the sick, and the prisoner, which coming fresh and warm from the loving 
heart and tender sympathies of woman, cannot fail of some effects upon 
our own. 

In Suffolk County, St. John's Church, Islip, and a Chapel at Youngport, 
about five miles distant, have been under the care of the Rev. J. C. Hew- 
lett since July last. This is strictly a county Parish. The edifice has 
been repaired and improved, and through the zeal and earnestness of the 
Pastor, under God's blessing the old Parish has been revived and invigor- 
ated. There are lo communicants, 3 adults have been baptised, 5 con- 
firmed, and 22 Sunday-school scholars. 

At Youngport, the striking and most interesting feature of the work is 
the Sunday-school, which is large for the size of the place, and is carried 
on with great interest and vigor. Communicants, 16; baptisms, 6 — in- 
fants, 4; adults, 2 ; confirmed, 5 ; Sunday-school scholars, 68. 

Christ Church, Sag Harbor, is working better, and is in a far more 
hopeful condition than its present Pastor expected it could be in the short 
time he has had the charge. The congregations are very much larger and 
more regular than formerly. A Mission, about two miles from the town 
has lately been undertaken, which promises well. Baptised, 1 3 adults, 4 
infants — total 17. Confirmed 18 — ^now in preparation for that Holy Rite, 
14; communicants, 85. 

In Greenport the Church people have waked up, and taken a start in 
the right direction, and are infused with new life. A debt of $1,900, a 
legacy of the past is being slowly lifted; 1^597.43 have been subscribed 
during the past year for that purpose. The offerings have been $337.43. 
We arc working towards the free seat system. The pew-rents barely 
pay the interest and insurance. Two years ago there was neither life nor 
interest enough in this parish to keep their property insured. The appro- 
priation of the Committee was then made upon the condition that they 
would thus secure it to the Church in the Diocese. " In this village," 
the report says, *' of less than 2,000 inhabitants, there are seven Church 
edifices in use besides our own. The first Presbyterian, in Southold town, 
was organized in October, 1640. Our Parish is not ten years old yet. 
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For 230 years we have had no part in the reli^ous education of 
the people. The P. E. Church is regarded as an intruder and disturber 
of the natives. Yet we do not fear. Baptised, 5 ; confirmed, 2 ; com- 
municants, 27 ; Sunday-school children, 39. 

At Shelter Island, which is connected with Greenport, under the care 
of Rev. Mr. Buckmaster, a very neat Chapel has been built at a cost of 
14,857, and paid for. It was consecrated by the Bishop last summer. It 
is filled every Sunday. There are 16 communicants. The offertory has 
amounted to $590.24. 

The Associate Mission of Suflfblk County, under the supervision of Rev. 
Thomas Cook, comprises seven stations, including Riverhead as the 
centre. Port Jefferson, Yaphank, Holbrook, Sayville, Patchogue and 
Brookhaven. At Port Jefferson the services have been supplied as often 
as possible by Rev. Mr. Cook and his Lay Readers appointed by the 
Bishop, but there has not been much encouragement. The want of a 
Chapel to give an idea of permanency to the movement is the reason 
given by some who once belonged to the Church for not identifying 
themselves with this effort. 

At Riverhead, the neat and beautiful Chapel, completed and opened by 
the Bisliop on the 14th of May last, has given an impetus to the work 
of the Associate Mission. The cost of lot and edifice was $6,650.11. 
There is a mortgage of $1,000 on the property, and a floating debt of 
$840.60, for which there are pledges to be collected amounting to $865." 
The report of Mr. Cook goes on to say *' There is a steady increase in 
the attendance upon Divine Service. Many persons come from neighbor- 
ing villages. The wisdom of the Bishop and your Committee, in select- 
ing the county seat as a base of operations, is abundantly shown by the 
influence it has already exerted, and is destined to exert not only in 
Riverhead but all through the county. Strangers from all parts of the 
county, especially during the session of the Courts, visit our Church and 
attend the services. Preached 147 times ; baptised 28 infants, 7 adults — 
total, 35. Communicants, 36, and only 12 educated in the Church. 
At a late visitation of the Bishop, 3 were confirmed. $400 has been 
raised here for furnishing the Chapel and for supplies. 

At Yaphank, the private Chapel built twenty-seven years ago, and 
which was conveyed to the Trustees of the Diocese last year, was conse- 
crated by the Bishop sometime last summer. It gave an impulse to the 
Church, and the interest has steadily increased, and good congregations 
are the rule. Three were confirmed there a short time since. A Chapel has 
been built in Brookhaven at a cost of $1,800. It was opened by the 
Bishop in September last. It was literally filled with an interested con- 
gregation. All through the neighborhood this interest has been steadily 
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increasing. Two weeks since the Bishop confirmed 1 1 persons there. 
What makes the effort here very remarkable b, that not a single person 
has ever attended the Services of the Church before the Missionary 
commenced his work here. Both of these Stations have flourishing 
Sunday-schools. 

Patchogue and Sayville have been in charge of a Deacon since July 
last. Rev. Mr. Prescott, whose energy and tact, and earnestness, have in- 
fused new life, and added numerical strength, and called out the activities 
of both Parishes, which have resulted in decided improvements of the 
Church property in Sayville, to the amount of tjoo, and in Patchogue, 
over (500. In the latter place measures are on foot either to enlarge and 
improve their present edifice, or to build a new Church. One of the 
Wardens, in an interesting conversation, only a few weeks since, said, if 
they could be aided to the amount of $500, he would give $500, and 
guarantee-the work would be commenced immediately, and entirely paid 
for when completed. Seven persons were confirmed at Sayville, and three 
at Patchogue at the late visitation of the Bishop. Both of these Parishes 
have flourishing Sunday-schools." Mr. Cook writes : " There are other 
points from which urgent calls are made for Church services — Mattatuck, 
Cutchogue, Canoe Place, and Amity ville, all important places. And a 
plea has come from Brentwood and Central Islip, hitherto supplied by 
the Rev. Mr. Riley, whose late and severe illness has compelled him to 
withdraw his ministrations firom those points, where he has worked so 
faithfully, and been successful, by God's blessing, in building two Chapels. 
The one at Brentwood was consecrated by the Bishop last summer. Your 
Committee, therefore, can report three new Chapels in Suffolk county, 
completed and opened for the Worship of Almighty God, during the 
past year." 

This exhibit we feel fully sustains the statements in the opening of this 
report, and should call us all, Brethren of this Convention, ^' to thank God, 
and take courage." More than this, it should bring to our Treasury an 
increase of means sufficient to place a corps of laborers in this field of like 
mind, and will and activities with those who have done so nobly in the 
past. Your Committee plead for an increase of funds, therefore, over for- 
mer years, at least $2,ooc — $3,000 would be better, to supply the present 
demand outside of this city, which b, in itself, a large domain for Mis- 
sionary effort, and for which we need many more recruits of godly men 
and godly women, as fellow laborers in the Gospel of Christ. A rdn- 
forcement of our Female Diaconate for Parochial work, and those Chris- 
tian ministries in our Homes and Hospital, and Public Institutions which 
woman only can render. And then from the large body of our Laymen 
in this Diocese, we need more workers to make the Church a greater liv- 
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ing power. We need them to hold up and strengthen the hands of the 
Bishop and his staff of Clergy, to gather into the fold of Christy by per- 
sonal effort, for a share in the privileges of the Gospel, the neglected and 
almost forsaken poor for whom Christ died, who died for all men, and 
with whom He surrounded Himself during all of His personal ministry 
on earth. 

According to the summary of Parochial Reports in last year's journal, 
we had over 11,000 communicants in this Diocese. This year it will 
probably nearly reach 12,000. Now an average of sixty cents annually from 
each, would net, for Diocesan Missions, over $7,000. But then this 
duty does not rest upon communicants only ; it is equally incumbent upon 
all the baptised into Christ, who are thus made members of His visible 
Church. It would be an easy task to supply far more adequate means for 
the aggressive work of our Diocesan Missions, if every member of our 
Brotherhood in Christ would only give something. An average of th'rty 
cents annually from each would enable your Committee to give such an 
impetus to this work throughout the Diocese as would make our hearts 
rejoice and be glad, both for the results which would be achieved in a few 
years, and for the privilege of being co-workers with God, and helpers 
together in Jesus Christ. Your Committee mean work, and that that 
work shall be aggressive. Our regiment needs reinforcement, and we want 
rations wherewith to supply it. Brethren, will you help us ? Help us by 
your sympathies and with your prayers ! Help us by your free and 
generous giving ! Help us by your personal activities for the sake of that 
dear and blessed Saviour whose love constraineth us to ask your help.

OF THE MISSION WORK AT THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 

In former reports the work in these institutions has been so fully set 
forth, that I shall merely give a brief account of what has been done 
daring the past year. 

FLATBUSH HOSPITAL. 

The Holy Communion has been administered 4 times, by the Rev. Dr. 
Van Rleeck, to 15 persons; 38 infants were baptised and 1 adult, making 
39, and 4 persons have been buried in Evergreens Cemetery. 

The Bishop made his Fifth Annual Visitation on the 5th Sunday in 
Lent ; and confirmed 2 persons at the Hospital. It was a very solemn 
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and impressive service. This is the smallest class ever presented here, but 
let us hope that they were indeed sealed of the Lord ; in both cases they 
earnestly desired to be confirmed and lead a new life. The sick man who 
was confirmed in Ward 1 1^ we have since removed to St. John's Hospital. 
The music at this service was very good and there were many friends 
from Flatbush and Brooklyn present. 

I have found situations' for 10 persons, and took one girl, on the 4th of 
March, to the House of Mercy, in New York, and left her in charge of 
Sister Mary. She went of her own free will and is committed for one 
year. 

I have been greatly helped this winter by my associate, in the work at 
the Hospital. She has visited the sick and has made them comfortable in 
ways in which I had no means of helping them. 

She is also connected with the " State Aid Charities' Association," and 
I wish more of our Church women of Brooklyn were members of that 
Association, they would sec with their own eyes the wants of the poor, 
and with their own hands help to relieve them. If the Church has a 
Mission here, ought it not to be the duty of Church woman to help me in 
it ? If one earnest Church woman can be of so much help in this Associa- 
tion, what might we not look forward to in the coming years, if we had 
active Church women in all the Visiting Committees on these Charities ? 
I think it hardly possible to maintain this Mission to these Institutions 
unless Church women take a more active part in this movement. I find 
fewer Church people here this year than formerly, can only account for it 
on the ground that we are taking better care of our poor in our own 
institutions, therefore there are so few in the public ones. 

I thankfully acknowledge the receipt of ten dollars from Grace Church, 
by Bishop Paddock, for burials (the only money given for this purpose) ; 
five dollars from a lady for little comforts to the sick, eight dollars from 
a lady for car fare for helpers at the Sunday school — twenty-three dollars 
in all, which has been used as desired. Received parcels of clothing, 
church-paper and magazines from kind friends. Also thirty-five prayer 
books and a quantity of tracts, from Messrs. Pott and Young, New York, 
which have been carefully distributed. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

On Wednesday March nth, at 3 P. M., Rev. Dr. Van Klceck held 
the first Church service in the Chapel at the new almshouse. There 
were about 200 of its inmates present. The Doctor spoke very nicely to 
them, and after the Service I distributed papers to all. The Chapel, I 
should think would hold 400 or 500 people, it is very neatly fitted up. 
There arc two services held every Sunday, one at 7 A. M., by the 
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Roman Catholics and another at 10 A. M., by the Methodists, both of 
which are well attended. I arranged with Mr. Murray to have a service 
in the afternoon at 3 o'clock, last Sunday, and Mr. Anderson, the Lay 
Reader from the barracks, went up with me with six or eight others from 
Brooklyn. Thb was the second Church service in this Chapel We 
used the Mission service, Mr. A. giving out the pages. Mr. Williamson 
of Flatbush, played on the melodeon, and the ladies led the sin^ng.. I 
had the children of the S. S. from the Nursery there, and the mothers 
with their babies were there also, so that one rarely sees such a mixed 
audience— of extreme old age and those in the bud of life. There were 
abotit 100 present, and they seemed to enjoy it very much, and crowded 
round when it was over, to kno^y if we would be there next Sunday. 
They said, "we go to the 10 o'clock service because we always like to 
hear the word of God, but we like our own old Church service best." 
1 could not ask Mr. Anderson to come again so soon, so could not 
promise. But I hope we may be able ere long to have a regular afternoon 
service. It only wants the man, a Layman would answer for the present ; 
the Chapel is here and so are the people, they are not allowed^ to go out 
to Church since the Chapel has been built, and it is better for them in 
many respects : therefore we should take the Gospel to them. This is the 
first time they have had any music added to their service and it had quite 
an effect on them. The melodeon was lent to me by a lady, and we can 
have the use of it for keeping it in order. I sent it to Mr. Smith's 
factory, in Raymond Street, and it cost thirteen dollars to repair it, 
which amount I wish to raise to pay the bill. Have received one dollar 
from a friend towards it. 

NURSERY SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 

The children at the Nursery were not forgotten at Christmas and 
£a8ter, by their friends in Flatbush, Mrs. B. furnishing the cakes and 
candies^ and Mrs. N. the Easter eggs. Two ladies from St. Luke's 
Church have gone up with me all winter to help in teaching the children ; 
they gave the little girls, fourteen in number, each a very nicely 
dressed doll at Christmas and the best boy a pair of skates. The attend- 
ance has averaged twenty every Sunday. 

The only regular help has been from St. Luke's Church. We have 
been very much favored with good weather on Sunday, so that I have not 
been absent from Flatbush one Sunday since the school re-opened in 
September. Last Sunday we took the children to the Almshouse Chapel, 
which I thought would be a treat as well as a change for them, that they 
might become acquainted with the Church service and join in its worship. 
We kept the children after service and they sung very nicely, as our

instrument is now in good order. I had it sent to the Chapel for the 
benefit of all. If we had regular service there, these children could soon 
be trained to lead in the chants as there are fine voices among them. 

I again ask to be relieved from going to the Nursery every Sunday. I 
could then give another day to the Hospital, where it is so much needed, 
but the walk on Sunday, in addition to other duties, unfits me for any- 
thing on Monday. I am in hopes that some other arrangement can be 
made this year which will give me more time for Hospital work. 

ASYLUM. 

I have visited this institution only when requested to do so by those 
who have friends there and cannot go themselves, as I can do nothing 
for them. It seems such a hopeless task to reach the mind of any 
that I seldom try it. There is now a committee of ladies who visit 
weekly, and seem quite interested, and I dare say will be able to accom- 
plish much good. I visited several times for Sister Julia, an old lady who 
was sent from the Home, was with her a short time before she died, and 
said the " Commendatory Prayer " for her, and brought the tidings of her 
death to the Home. 

I shall be glad when they have regular service in the Chapel again, as it 
has a very happy effect on ihe inmates, and is the one thing that marks 
the '' Lord's Day " from other days, and gives them something to look 
forward to during the week. Everything here is clean and orderly and 
the patients are well treated. 

PENITENTIARY. 

Mr. Bass holds service here every Sunday at 2 P. M. I attended once 
last fall ; the prisoners were all present, were very attentive, and joined 
heartily in the singing. Have been able to give more attention to this 
Mission this year, and have become very much interested in the work 
here. 1 first see many of the prisoners at the jail, and after receiving 
their sentence I cannot but feel sorry for them^ so follow them up, and in 
many cases am the only one who comes to see them and encourage them 
to hope for brighter days which may redeem the past. Here is indeed a 
vast Mbsion field, and needs careful culture. They now have a very good 
library, and the prisoners are supplied with reading matter for Sundays and 
other unemployed hours. This is a great benefit, and makes them more 
cheerful, and the time does not pass so heavily. I went all through the 
shops lately where the shoes are made and saw the men and women at 
work. It is better that they should be employed, but, as in this factory 
each works on a different part of the shoe, the benefit is only to the em- 
ployer. No one will be able to earn his living by the apprenticeship he 
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has served to his piece-work, but must get something else to do, if he can 
find it, which is difficult. This, I think, is a discouragement to many, 
and they often leave after spending two, three or five years here, with 
shabby clothes, just the odds and ends of citizens' garments, and without 
money enough to pay a night's lodging, and therefore fall into the old 
ways, and the crime is repeated that they may again find a shelter. Again 
the question comes up : On whom does the responsibility rest ? It is the 
old story, but a true one, that the right kind of help is not given to these 
unfortunates. It is also true that many, when helped, will still break 
through all restraint and discourage those who tried to help them ; but 
that should not prevent us from doing our duty, and saving some, if pos- 
sible. I have felt this keenly, yet have been sufficiently successful in two 
or three instances to take courage and be thankful. 

NAVAL HOSPITAL. 

The Holy Communion has been administered three times. The Rev. 
Or. Diller, Mr. Fitch and Mr. Cornwcll have visited here at my request. 
This hospital has been very full this winter and spring. Among the sailors 
1 find many Englishmen, who are glad to hear of the Church. One of 
these died on the 12th of March, to whom Mr. Fitch had given the com- 
munion. He requested that the burial service should be used by the 
chaplain. He was a truly good young man, and it was a pleasure to visit 
him, he was so grateful for every little attention. His earnest prayer was 
that he might be sensible to the last, and the nurse told me he had never 
seen a man die so quietly and retain his senses so perfectly. 

CITY HOSPITAL. 

Rev. Dr. Diller baptized an infant here on the 26th of September, 
named Earnest Chapman. Mrs. R. (nurse) and myself were sponsors. 
Have sent to situations from here five women. Visit here generally in 
connection with the jail. Last week saw a woman who was nearly beaten 
to death by her husband, then went to the jail, saw him and gave him a 
good lecture ; he seemed sorry, and hoped she would not die, as it would 
be bad for him. Have seen several cases of this kind here. The patients 
are generally accidents brought in from the streets, and are in a very suf- 
fering state. There were fewer sick patients this winter than I ever saw 
before. It speaks well for the health of the city. 

RAYMOND STREET JAIU 

Attended service one Sunday morning last summer at the jail. The 
Roman Catholics have service one morning and Mr. Bass the next. All 

3 
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the female and a few of the male prisoners were present. Mr. Bass also 
has service at the penitentiary every Sunday afternoon. He is a Metho- 
dist, but was anxious to introduce our Mission service there, that he might 
use the Litany. I visit here at least once a week, and have been very much 
encouraged in this work, and only wish I could give more time to this 
branch of our mission. Have found places for ten women. I cannot say 
that all have done well, but if one of that number has done so, may I not 
indeed be thankful, and encouraged by our dear Lord's experience, that of 
the ten cleansed only one returned to give thanks ? We need not go far 
to find work for the Master ; it is here, and we can do them good if we 
will. In some cases where I have found them places^ have supplied entire 
suits of clothes, in others given what was necessary to make them presenta- 
ble, and in nearly all cases have taken them to their homes and paid their 
fare. One lady has had one of these women five months, and says she 
never had a more faithful servant in her house. She went with me to the 
jail, and we brought her away. She knew what a responsibility she was 
undertaking. She has done her duty nobly, and I trust will be rewarded 
by seeing a thorough reform in this poor woman. I call frequently to see 
her, and sometimes meet her in church, when she is always glad to see me. 
When I visit here I never know where I shall have to go next. Every 
day new cases arise demanding immediate action, and I go away on some 
errand I little thought of on entering, but I realize it is still the Master's 
work, and must be done for Him, though it involves time, fatigue and 
expense, for did he not say, " I was imprisoned and ye visited me not ?" 
Where would be the use of visiting if one refused to do anything to relieve 
them r Would they believe we cared for their souls' good if unwilling to 
grant a small favor ? Will they not listen more gladly to what you have 
to say the next time, when they know that you relieved the anxiety of 
those at home, and brought them relief? I have distributed many prayer 
books, papers and tracts, and spent much time in talking to the men in 
their cells. I sincerely hope that these ministrations may be a blessing to 
many.

MARINE BARRACKS. 

We have been able thus far to keep up the regular services at the Chapel 
since it was first opened, a year ago last December, without its being any 
expense to the church. Mr. Anderson, a Lay Reader, now conducts the 
service, much to the satisfaction of all concerned. He has also given fre- 
quent " Readings," during the winter and spring, to the marines, which 
were very entertaining, and enabled us to become better known to them. 
We have had no cause to complain of the attendance on the services. In 
looking over the weekly record, I find it ranges from twelve to twenty- 
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four marines, besides visitors, during the greater part of the fall and winter. 
There arc very few men in the barracks at present, but as soon as they are 
reinforced we shall have our usual number. On November 16th the 
Bishop visited us for the first time. He administered the communion, and 
spoke beautifully to the men. We all felt it quite an event in our mission, 
and with God's blessing cannot fail to deepen and strengthen it. We had a 
very good attendance of visitors, as well as marines. Col. Broom has been 
very kind in having the Chapel cleaned, and it is now used for no other 
purpose. The Bishop seemed very much pleased with everything here. 

MissC, of Flatbush, gave me a basket full of cut flowers for our Easter 
celebration, which was at 3 P. M. I went down at ij, and with the aid 
of some marines soon got everything in order. The ladies' and boy choir 
soon followed, bearing their gifts of flowers in pors, which we placed in the 
windows, while the United States flag decorated half the room. The 
music was very good, much to the credit of the kind ladies of St. Luke's, 
who have been untiring in their efforts. We now have eight boys in the 
choir. This is a great help, and will soon lead the men to join in our 
beautiful chants. One fact was striking, that not one marine who joined 
in our Christmas eve festival was present at Easter. We may almost say 
they change with the seasons. Many may think that they are here so 
short a time we can do them no good, but which of us would so limit 
God's word, and deny these men the few opportunities they have of join- 
ing in his holy worship ? 

This fact, taken in all its bearings, gives this Mission a larger field than 
if confined to the same men. Take 1 2 as the average attendance and it 
gives, for 52 Sundays, 624 men, who are brought within the sound of the 
Gospel, and if the Church holds her place among them, though there 
may ever be new faces among us, there will always be new means of 
spreading her holy iuBuences abroad; for they take with them the pleas- 
ing associations formed here, which we trust will not be entirely lost on 
those far away, when they remember that there is a little band, who, at 
a certain hour, are praying for those goae to sea. There are generally a 
few left to tell the new ones of the Mission, and so the good seed is 
scattered broadcast in faith, that after many days the harvest may be 
gathered. 

Last Sunday there was a man baptised in St. Luke's, who has attended 
this Mission for some time. He had not been in a Church, before at- 
tending here, for twenty years ; now he earnestly desired baptism that he 
might stand with his wife as sponsor for his infant son. One had only to 
look into her happy face at this time to feel that this was a blessing to 
that household. We all came up together from the barracks and arrived 
at the Church at twelve o'clock, and it was a very solemn service. Dr. 
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Diller conducted our Christmas eve service^ when we had a Christmas 
tree for the men, some of them never had seen one before, having been at 
sea nearly all their lives ; he also administered the Holy Communion once 
here. 

I cannot close this Report without thanking Mr. Anderson for the very 
great interest he has shown in this work among the Marines, and I fully 
believe that his efforts are appreciated, and will be a great blessing to 
them. He is just the right man in the right place.

THE DIOCESE OF LONG ISLAND. 

In addition to the five conveyances, for five church sites, received last 
year, and reported to last convention ; the Trustees now report the fol- 
lowing donations received since : 

Deed No. 6. From the Rector, church wardens and vestrymen of St. 
Mark's Church, Islip, a church lot and building thereon, called Christ 
Church. The lot situated on Third avenue, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets— being 100 feet in front and rear, by 150 feet deep. The Deed 
is accompanied by a policy of insurance on the church edifice of $3,000, 
the premium, $24, insuring the premises up to Oct. [8th, paid. 

Deed No. 7. From S. B. Nicoll and wife an acre of ground together 
with the church edifice thereon, situated in the town *of Shelter Island. 
To be held in trust, for St. Mary's Church and congregation on Shelter 
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Island, until such time as said church and congregation shall be duly 
organized. Then to convey the same to the officers of said church and 
their successors in office. 

Deed No, 8. From Charles Deake, July 13, 1872, conveyance to the 
Trustees in Trust for the Deaconess' Society House and lot No. 74 Second 
Place, Brooklyn. 

On the 1st of May, 1874, the above property was sold and conveyed 
to Donald Murray for the consideration of $12,500, subject to a mort- 
gage for $6,000 existing on the premises. 

The proceeds are to be invested by the President of the Deaconess* So- 
ciety, and to accumulate, and finally to be used in the erection of a build- 
ing for the Society on the ground of the Church Charity Foundation, to 
carry out the intention of the donor.

The Seminary buildings have been put in good repair, and gas has been 
introduced into the students' rooms. 

A very commodious library has been constructed out of the former 
large room, and the chapel which was above it, by openings in the floor, 
and adding spiral stair-cases. The expense has exceeded three thousand 
dollars, which has been paid from the principal or invested funds of the 
Institution. 

A neat chapel has been arranged and furnished in the former library 
room, the cost of which was met by subscriptions, obtained by Professor 
Seymour, the Dean ad interim. 

Since the re-conveyance of the Mamaroneck property, and these im- 
provements in the buildings, the Trustees, apparently, have postponed in- 
definitely the proposed removal of the Seminary.

The permanent fund has been encroached upon for repairs and the 
construction of the library. As the income of the fund is barely sufficient 
for current expenses, it is important that the amount consumed should be 
replaced by collections and by bequests. 

The 
number is now filled, except three vacancies of three clerical members 
occasioned by the election of the Rector of Grace Church to the Epis- 
copate of Massachusetts, and the removal from this Diocese before the 
General Convention, of the Rev. Thomas Mullaby and the Rev. Dr. Van 
Kleeck.

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It is occasion of profound gratitude to the great Head of the Church 
that the past year has been one of unprecedented prosperity. The en- 
larged facilities, the well sustained morale, the widening interest among 
promoters of the charity, the enhancement of average religious senti- 
ments in the difterent departments, the blessings of comparative good 
health in the corps of conductors as well as in the body of beneficiaries, 
the sweet harmony in the general management, are indices of a broadening 
and brightening life to this beneficent venture of Christian faith. 

If additional evidence were needed of the practical value of the female 
Diaconate, it has been abundantly provided in the history of our Diocesan 
Charity. In the unflagging and cheerful devotedness of the Christian wo- 
men, who are in immediate charge of the machinery of the charity, ^^e 
have daily illustrations of the peculiar fitness of this agency for the benev- 
olent work of the Church. We desire to make record here of the fact 
that, if nowhere else, certainly in the Diocese of Long Island the problem 
of woman's work in the Church has triumphant demonstration. The six 
Deaconesses, who are prosecuting their quiet and successful labors in the 
Homes of the Aged and the Orphan, and in the Hospital, are a living re- 
buke to the apathy of that Christian sentiment, which has been so sluggish 
and reluctant in appreciating the eminent worth of their office. It is a 
subject of congratulation that, during the last Conventional year, the 
number of Deaconesses has been increased from seven to eleven ; and we 
can but indulge the hope that, ere many years shall elapse, we may count 
by scores these fellow- workers in the Lord, whose feet shall thread all the 
windings of human infirmity ; whose hands shall minister to every form 
of want and wretchedness ; whose hearts shall throb responsively to every 
wail of woe« and whose prayers shall rise appealingly for every child of 
sorrow. 

Many improvements have been made in the Orphanage during the 
year. The children are tenderly cared for and held under wholesome 
discipline. Their regimen is that of a well ordered Gospel nurture. They 
enjoy nearly, if not quite, all the comforts and advantages, and holy in* 
fluences of the best of Christian families. 

In the school department, under the skilled instruction of two thoroughly 
qualified and indefatigable Deaconesses, abundant opportunities are af- 
forded for acquiring a competent knowledge of all the ordinary branches 
of a good English education. 

We have to reiterate all we submitted in the report of last year touch- 
ing the advantage to the orphans directly, and to the pecuniary advan- 
tage of the Institution indirectly, of the printing establishment in con- 
nection with the Orphanage. The experience of another year only 
corroborates the views we advanced a twelvemonth since. The '* Helping 
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Hand " has increased in circulation, and consequently in the profits of its 
publication ; and, we have good grounds to believe, has been instrumental 
in advancing the general interests of the Orphanage and its sister 
charities. 

It is greatly to be deplored that there is such narrow space for the 
printing industry. If a wing could be thrown out to the south of the 
Orphan House, over the unoccupied ground that is ** waiting to be pos- 
sessed," it would afford room that is absolutely necessary fo^ the proper 
development of this important interest. Such an enlargement would ad- 
mit of the employment of many more of our children, not only training 
them in a skillful mechanic art^ which would pledge to each an honest 
means of livelihood in the future, but thus earning for the Orphanage 
such profits of labor as would secure a fair interest to the investment in- 
volved, and, probably, reimburse it entirely at no distant day. Will not 
" the Father of the fatherless " put it in the heart of some godly man to 
administer his stewardship with an ear open to this crying want ? 

The Home for the Aged, like the Orphan House, is filled to its utmost 
capacity. The applications for admission to both are numerous and press- 
ing. The new building, wherein the Church has provided a Christian 
home for aged persons, is, in the opinion of this Committee, something 
quite sui generis. In the range of ordinary observation, there is not to 
be found a charity at once so decent and so delicate. Leaving out of 
view the mere supply of necessary wants, here are furnished private apart- 
ments equal to the average of the best homes ; an association equal to the 
average of the best society ; a religious atmosphere equal to the average 
of the best Christian communities. After this, what more can be said ? 
This can be said : there is no society, no community, and but few homes 
that can command the graceful, grateful, genial Gospel offices of such an- 
gels of mercy, such sisters of sympathy as that which is regularly admin- 
istered to those who are the guests of this department of our great Dio- 
cesan Charity. 

For many years we have been looking forward to the establishment of 
a Church Hospital. Temporary arrangements have been resorted to'from 
time to time to meet imperative exigencies, but it has been reserved to 
the past year to witness the erection of a hospital building on our ground, 
and to this Convention to receive the first report of its completion, equip- 
ment, and reduction to practical and efficient operation. Many numbers 
of this body will readily call to mind that stormy evening of St. John's 
day last, when a goodly number of enthusiastic churchmen met for the 
inauguration of the work in the new Bethesda. It was a memorable night. 
Our deodand, on that occasion, was a memorial consecration to Christ, 
the phyiscian to bodily infirmity, of the house called by the name of 
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Him whom Jesus loved, that Jesus who is touched by the feeling of all 
our infirmities, those of body as well as those of souL 

St. John's Hospital is now in full operation. It is under the supervis- 
ion of the Deaconcss-in-Chief, assisted by a skillful staff of surgeons. New 
founuins of sympathy and support have lately been opened up, discovered 
in effluent streams of help, flowing to the Hospital through aquaducts 
leading from various parts of the Diocese ; and that without diminishing 
a drop of the volume that pours its tributury tide of benevolence to the 
other receiving reservoirs of this Church Charity. 

It is once more commended to the Parishes that they make the endow- 
ment of a bed a distinct specialty. This not only forges a peculiar link 
of interest between each Church organization and the Hospital, but guar- 
antees to the Hospital the pledged means of facile administration. 

Emphatic notice is due the valuable service which, under the Divine 
blessing, has been rendered our charitable institutions by the Rev. Dr. 
Camp, the temporary chaplain. He entered upon his duties early in 
Lent, and has been unrenutting in pastoral labors up to the present time. 
His ministrations are gladly received, as well by the young as the old, and 
especially by the sick and suffering. The inmates of the " Home for the 
Aged " are emphatic in grateful acknowledgements for the season of re- 
freshing they have recently enjoyed under Dr. Camp's pastorship. His 
kind offices to the children have been constant and largely blessed. A 
class of fifteen, of whom twelve were inmates of the Orphanage, was con- 
firmed by the Bishop at his regular Visitation on Ascension Day. 

All this happily vindicates the suggestion made by your Committee in 
the Report of last year, touching the very great importance to these in- 
stitutions of a resident chaplain. 

The visit made to the Church Charity Foundation by the members of 
this body since the assembling of the present Convention, cannot fail to 
produce salutary results, both immediate and continuing. Let it be clearly 
held in view that this Institution is Diocesan, and that the mere accident 
of near or remote residence should neither enhance nor diminish that in- 
terest which every Long Island churchman holds, or ought to hold, upon 
the basis of Christian principles, and with the bracing of loyal Church 
sentiment. Every department of the Church Charity is open to the 
nominees of Parishes and churchmen from every quarter of the Diocese. 
As help comes from all the posts of the Church within this jurisdiction, so 
would the noble charity that is thus sustained give back reciprocal bless- 
ings, and reaching out in all directions its agencies of Christian aid, lay 
benedictory hands upon every head that is exposed to the desolation of 
Orphanage, or bowed in the weakness of old age or laid low with the 
wasting of sickness. Your Committee beg to acknowledge the practical 
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responses to the hint g^ven in the last Report, inviting contributions from 
the rural districts of the products of the garden, the farm, the orchard 
and the dairy. Gifts of this kind have been made during the last year, 
amounting in value to some f6oo or more, equal to, if not exceeding, one 
half of all the contributions, other than in money, which the Institution 
has received for the past twelvemonth. It is fondly hoped that these 
thoughtful givers will feel free to continue their well-timed and most ac- 
ceptable offerings. 

We arc led by the above to remind the Convention that the large in- 
crease, we may almost say the duplication, of the operations of the Church 
Charity Foundation has, of course, entailed a proportionately augmented 
expenditure in its administration. The Treasurer's Report discloses that 
we must submit to the painful fact of an annual deficit under our present 
scale of operations, unless immediate and general efforts are put forth to 
swell the revenues of the Institution. The Committee of Ways and 
Means formally brought before the last monthly meeting of the Board of 
Managers, a scheme for the proportionate assumption of the running ex- 
penses by the several Parishes of the Diocese. Either this or something 
akin to it must be at once resolved upon to awaken increased interest, and 
provide means to meet the increased expenditure. The attention of this 
Convention is earnestly solicited to this pressing matter, under the hope 
that some action may be taken previous to its adjournment ; or, if not, 
will not this statement be sufficient of itself to induce every earnest Chris- 
tian man and woman in the Diocese to resolve upon something more 
than they have previously done, and so by the aggregation of many com- 
paratively small efforts, the necessity for any formal action by this Con- 
vention may be obviated.

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OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The last Convention of the Diocese having given Canonical sanction to 
a Standing Committee, whose duty it should be to collect information 
and report generally on the Sunday-school work of the Diocese, that 
committee would now, most respectfully, submit the following as the 
result of their inquiry in the past year : 

In order to secure accurate and reliable information as to the various 
syttems of instruction pursued in the different schools of the Diocese, and 
also to enable each superintendent to furnish a written report of his own 
personal observation, and whatever additional suggestions his experience 
v^ould call out, blank forms were forwarded to all the Parishes, request- 
ing^ information as to the numerical strength of the school, what their 
special arrangement or system of classification was, how many years 
vrere necessary to complete that system of instruction, and a full list of all 
ihc.text books in use ? These reports have been filled in and returned 
by more than two-thirds of the Parishes, including all the larger and 
more influential schools of the Diocese. 

After a faithful and careful examination of these official returns, and 
having read the experience of the superintendents, your Committee are 
impressed deeply with the necessity of some system of instruction or 
scheme of classification that, by its uniformity and gradation, would be 
Found acceptable to the Diocese at \%rge. as adapted to the varying ages 
of the children. The information that has been derived from Reports 
on this particular, indicates a very unsatisfactory condition, if unity of 
teaching and gradation of work are to be considered desirable features in 
the management of this important branch of the Church's work. Many 
of the superintendents deprecating the unsystematic, desultory arrange- 
ments at present in operation, express, earnestly, the hope that some 
such classification may be evolved as will remedy this defect, and enable 
them to feel that the Sunday-school is more thoroughly doing its work. 
The variety of text books in use, each Parish having its own favorite, 
show how deplorable the loss of time must be, when children are, by re- 
moval, transferred to other schools. In some instances, the International 
series of books are in use, having certain recommendations as to arrange- 
ment, but clearly, whatever advantages they may possess, must be greatly 
eclipsed and overshadowed by the disregard they necessarily show as to 
the Christian year as given in our Book of Common Prayer, while again, 
certain books are in use that require five or six years to complete the 
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series ; from the fluctuating character of city Sunday-schools, and the 
changes inseparable from large towns, your Committee feel that any sys- 
tem of instruction that would exceed four years, would not be for the 
besr interest of the pupil. 

In view of what has been said, we would recommend, for consideration 
in preparing some system, the following as worthy of attention from the 
advantages accruing to superintendent, teacher and pupil : 

Let each school, exclusive of Bible and infant classes, be divided into 
four divisions, representing the four years of instruction ; let there be as 
many classes in each division as the requirements of the school would 
demand. Let each Sunday in the Christian year be arranged so that all 
the fundamental and essentia] truths of the Collect, Epistle and Gospel be 
arranged in topics and graded into four questions. No. i, 2, 3, 4. Let 
the 1st year learn all questions, No. .1 of each topic; let the 2d year learn 
No. I and 2 ; 3d year. No. 1, 2, 3, and 4th year No. i, 2, 3, 4. By 
such a system the pupil gets all the fundamental truths of the Gospel the 
1st year, while his mind is deepened and enlarged by every succeeding 
year's instruction. The advantages to the Rector from such a system are 
as follows : 

He can, in a very few minutes, know exactly what his school is learning, 
and he is not prevented from doing so by a dozen different text books 
that have no gradation or unity of teaching. He can catechise the whole 
school and keep them all interested as the gradation of topics enables them 
all to understand. By this system the teacher has the work adjusted for 
the class, and has only to carry out the system of that division. When 
other teachers are absent, by amalgamating the classes of that division, 
a competent person is provided, and a Sunday is not, therefore, lost to the 
pupil, — a very important point. By such a system the pupil is promoted, 
when he is capable of taking the additional questions, while he b refreshed 
by having to repeat the past year's instruction with the additional work 
of the new division. In closing this section of our report on classification, 
we venture to assert that such a system would simplify greatly the man- 
agement of the school, and especially that most troublesome problem of 
adapting the instruction to the varying ages of the children. It has been 
well said " that a boy can preach, but it takes a man to catechise," so rare 
are the qualifications and so difficult the office. We think we speak 
within bounds when we say the lack of such a system has made many 
clergymen despair of much salutary results flowing from Sunday-school 
instruction. With less zeal and enthusiasm for the work, secular teachers 
have greater success, from the systematical arrangements or curriculum of 
the work. 

Your Committee would now ask your attention to the subject matter 
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taught, a question of such pregnant importance in the future, that we be- 
lieve that all shades of churchmanship will confess that no words can 
overestimate its influence and effect. 

To those who arc familiar with the past history of the Church, it will 
be no new information that the office of catechist has always been looked 
upon as a most important and responsible one, and that Bishops and the 
most learned divines have discharged the office in the primitive and 
purer days of the Church, while we all know that a Canon of the 
Church calls upon every minister to instruct his congregation in the 
essentials of the faith. It is not necessary, perhaps, to say, that the vener- 
able office of catechist has become obsolete, and that the Sunday-school 
has taken its place. Now if this is the case, clearly, it is a matter of very 
grave consideration, that the modern substitute does not lose sight of the 
essential intention of its foundation. We must all feel, that, if in the old 
days this duty of instructing the young on the elementary truths of the 
Go:.pe], was considered of vast consequence towards preventing error and 
heresy, that in the present time of mental activity and freedom of thought 
such an office has become more indispensable than ever ; while from 
pressure of services and sermons, and the disinclination on the part of con- 
gregations to attend a catechetical service, or rather to allow it to take 
the place of a sermon, the clergyman has to delegate, to his Sunday-school 
what was discharged in old times by the Rector or Minister. We state, 
then, that as the main and essential object of the catechist was to instruct 
on the fundamentals of the Gospel, so should the Sunday school have 
thb for its first object; that in the short time that is allowed, namely, one 
hour of each week, positive and objective teaching should be insisted 
upon ; that the implicit truths of each Sunday in the Christian year should 
be enforced ; and feeling the importance of this, that all systems of instruc- 
tion not built upon the Prayer Book and the Catechism, cannot possibly 
enable the Sunday-school to do its true work of educating the young to 
the distinctive teachings of the faith. 

In view of what has been said, your Committee would make the fol- 
lowing suggestion or recommendation : that a uniform system of instruc- 
tion be adopted in the Diocese, having unity of teaching and gradation 
work, and of such a character as would practically make the Sunday- 
school of the present answer the same intention of the catechist of the 
past. 

In making this recommendation, your Committee feel that they are ex- 
pressing the views of those who have been heard from at the Conventions 
of the Diocese, which, under the auspices of our good Bishop, have done 
so much to create healthy life and interest in the work ; and from the 
views expressed from all quarters, we feel confident that such a system 
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would be very generally adopted, and meet a universal want of the Sun- 
day-schools of the Diocese of Long Island.

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Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

By the mercy of God we have not been called to mourn 
the loss by death of any of the Clergy of the Diocese during 
the year past. The Church at large, however, has been 
sadly afflicted by the deaths of three of its Bishops — Bishop 
Armitage, of the Diocese of Wisconsin ; Bishop Randall, 
Missionary Bishop of Colorado; and Bishop Auer, Missionary 
Bishop of Cape Palmas. The personal and official character- 
istics of these eminent and devoted servants have already, 
and in various quarters, been made the subject of just and 
glowing eulogy. They were men worthy of the best ages of 
the Church ; their services and their characters can never 
be forgotten. As much as any of their brethren whom they 
have left behind, they represented what was best in the 
Church's life and work. Called to advance the Church's 
out-posts and to lay foundations on which those coming after 
shall build, they discharged their high office in a way that 
should command universal gratitude and admiration. What- 
ever may be the plans which the Church shall hereafter 
devise for developing her life and enlarging her borders, the 
names of these Bishops will in one way or another be associa- 
ted with them. As a Diocesan Bishop, Bishop Armitage, 
had many remarkable gifts ; indeed he lacked none needful 
for wise and efficient administration. He was earnest and 
decided in his convictions and teaching, farsighted in his 
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policy and prudent in afiairs. Such was his intense love for 
the Gospel and the Church, that he hesitated at no sacrifices 
which their interests seemed to demand. He died as he had 
lived, full of faith in the promises of God and in charity with 
all men. 

Bishop Randall in his difficult and laborious field, won, in 
an unusual degree, the confidence and love of the Church. 
He was a man of zeal without being an enthusiast, a man of 
affairs without losing mterest in whatever is of moment to 
the Christian Scholar and Theologian, a man of quiet ways 
and few words, but resolute in action, full of practical force, 
and as a pioneer, never asking any one to go where he 
was not willing to lead. Called away from his great task 
so suddenly, he left to his successor a burden of official re- 
sponsibility in connection with the partially developed plans 
of a new ecclesiastical empire, which all who revere his 
memory and appreciate his labor, should promptly aid in 
lifting. 

The zealous and godly Bishop of Cape Palmas, was 
snatched away amid the glorious sunrise of his career. 
Great hoj)es were staked on him. Knowing his admirable 
gifts, the friends of the African Mission confidently anticipa- 
ted, as the result of his Apostolic labors, an era of growth and 
prosperity in that distant field, which would gladden the 
heart of the Church and afford an adequate present reward 
for the many ventures and trials and delays of the past. 
For the moment, his death has cast a blight upon these antici- 
pations. No doubt, there are some whose hearts failed them 
for fear, when they heard the sudden and distressing news, 
that this man of God, this heroic, self-sacrificing apostle was 
no more. But let us believe that God has some better thing 
in store for that far off work, and that in ways, known only 
unto Himself, he will bring light out of the present darkness. 
Meanwhile the grave of the dead Bishop, made in that dis- 
tant African soil, should plead with us more mightily than 
did the glowing eloquence of his living tongue. The 
Foreign Committee have requested the clergy throughout 
the Churchy to hold a Memorial service on Trinity Sunday, 
and to ask their congregations for a special offering, which 
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shall be devoted to the re-building of Trinity Church, Mon- 
rovia, Liberia, as a memorial of Bishop Auer. 

I most cordially second this request, and I trust that it will 
be generally assented to throughout the Diocese. 

The present condition of the Diocese is encouraging. 
When we remember how fruitful the age is of agitation and 
strife, how easily differing minds coalesce into factions and 
parties, and how sadly the interests of the Church are dam- 
aged by inovations originating in the self-will of antagonizing 
ecclesiastical movements, each feeding and in turn fed by 
extreme views ; it should be matter of thanksgiving to God 
and of mutual congratulation among ourselves, that peace 
and unity so largely prevail within the borders of this 
Diocese. Nor are they the peace and unity of idleness and 
stagnation, for then they would be a curse, not a blessing. 
The Diocese has among its clergy and laity, a high average 
of religious zeal and intellectual activity. There are among 
us, perhaps, as anxious a study of the notes and symptoms of 
the times, and as lively an interest in all that concerns the 
well being of the church as can be found elsewhere. But 
they are penetrated by a loyal respect for authority, and by an 
earnest determination to maintain concord and quietness. It 
is possible for men to differ in opinions and yet not quarrel ; 
to be manly and earnest in asserting their convictions, with- 
out permitting opposition to chafe them into factious and 
disorganizing tempers. Thus far, diversity of theological 
sentiments has not interfered with our common work, and 
liberty of thought has not been found incompatible with 
unity of action. Extreme men have not prospered in this 
Diocese. The soil is not congenial to reformers of the 
Church's faith and order, nor to discoverers and experimen- 
ters in ritualistic novelties and extravagances. I shall do 
what I can, and, I believe the clergy and laity will faithfully 
second the effort, to preserve the type of Diocesan life, 
which the moderation and wisdom of the past have done so 
much to build up. 

The almost universal sentiment of the Diocese is one of 
grief at the rash and unwise proceedings of those who have 
gone out from us, to add another to the already melancholy 
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list of sects ; and of reprobation for those few who remain 
with us, only to tear down one by one the historic and theo- 
logical barriers which separate us from the most stupendous 
and hopeless of all corruptions of the faith, and order, and 
worship of the Church of Christ. Thank God, these disor- 
ders and extravagances which threatened to- disturb our 
peace and obstruct our growth, have already been overruled 
for good. They have caused a closer study and a more 
intelligent appreciation of the Church's history and constitu- 
tion. They have drawn her true sons closer to the common 
centre : while they have warned all her children of the dan- 
ger of straying from the old paths. The disloyalty of the 
few, has intensified the loyalty of the many. The agitations, 
the assaults, the desertions and treacheries of the hour, will, by 
.revealing the weak points in our line, enable us to strengthen 
them. And as the proper boundaries of the camp shall 
be more sharply defined, aliens and stragglers and mischief- 
makers, will find it more difficult to remain within them. 
Are any among us despondent because of the few clouds on 
the horizon? Let them turn the pages of ecclesiastical 
history and recall the things that have been. Surely the 
Church which has outlived so many volcanic shocks and 
raging tempests, need not fear these transient thunder-g^sts 
which blacken the sky, but purify the atmosphere. 

Two years more will complete the first century of our ex- 
istence as a distinct branch of the Holy Catholic Church. 
This fact will, no doubt suggest to the General Convention, 
in October next, the propriety of considering during its own 
session, or of making the preliminary arrangements to con- 
sider in some authorized way what organic changes in our 
administrative system may be demanded by the experience 
of the past, or by the wants of the present and the future. 

There are some such changes which all agree to be 
desirable. There are others which will excite great diver- 
sity of opinion. We have outgrown some things that were 
wisely planned, and that worked we\l in the infancy of the 
Church. Our Missions and other work, beginning in compar- 
ative obscurity and in utter feebleness, have expanded into 
continental dimensions. We began and for a hundred years 
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have continued as one province. The time has come when 
this must g^ve way to many provinces. This one change, 
when consummated, will be felt throughout our ecclesiasti- 
cal system, and will produce modifications in matters of 
principle and detail, all of which will be serious, and some of 
which it is impossible now to forsee with any degree of cer- 
tainty. 

Again, the Church needs more effective organization in 
many departments of its practical work — its Missions, its 
Charities, its Schools, Colleges and Theological Seminaries. 
It has abundant resources of all kinds ; but its methods for de- 
veloping, controlling and applying them have been and they 
still are quite loose and powerless when hindered by the in- 
difference, or openly opposed by the active dissent of any 
portion of its clergy and laity. 

The world in which and on which we work has been won- 
derfully changed within the memories of living men. It has 
thrown to the surfaee new evils and new dangers. It has 
evolved complications, social and political, which our fathers 
did not dream of. The life around us is a composite life ; it 
partakes of the tone and flavor of nearly all the existing 
stocks of the race. If we are to have a hand in bringing this 
life into captivity to Christ, we must reconstruct and modify- 
according to the demands of the hour, all those parts of the 
Church's machinery which her Apostolic Constitution wise- 
ly leaves to be arranged by the judgment and discretion of 
each Christian age. 

It will, therefore, speaking generally, be the aim of our 
legislation during the next ten years, to infuse into our sys- 
tem of administration on the one side, more freedom and 
flexibility, and on the other more compactness and vigor, 
more power for rapid and easy concentration of all available 
resources ; and a better defined and more generally acknow- 
ledged practical authority in the hands of bishops and other 
chief ministers. 

Precisely what the approaching General Convention will 
attempt or achieve, it is idle to predict. The logic of events 
is constantly shifting its premises and of necessity its conclu- 
sions also. We know that it will not be lacking in ability, 
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and let us pray that it will not be lacking in grace to deal 
wisely with the momentous questions which will come be- 
fore it. 

Having consumed so much time in the discharge of an- 
other duty,* I shall deal very briefly with those current 
topics of Diocesan interest on which I have been wont to en- 
large in previous addresses, sometimes to the exclusion of 
those relating to the Church at large. 



The Missionary Work of the Diocese. 

Its progress, its wants and its outlook generally, will be 
brought to your notice by the Report of the Missionary 
Committee. I will only say that this work has never been 
so prosperous and encouraging as it is now ; and that it never 
needed a more liberal support than now. The only Churches 
I have consecrated during the year are those built for our 
Missions in Suffolk County. Of the nearly twelve hundred 
souls confirmed, at least twenty-five per cent, has been the 
direct fruit of our Parochial and Diocesan Missions; a fact 
which, if anything can do so, ought to arouse every Church- 
man to more active co-operation in all possible ways with 
this leading interest of the Diocese. 

The Associate Mission in Suffolk County is doing a noble 
work, and could do vastly more if it could command the 
necessar)'- pecuniar)- help. 



Church Charity Foundation. 

Your Standing Committee on the Church Charity Found- 
ation will present in its Annual Report all needful informa- 
tion as to this great trust of the Diocese. The six Deacon- 
esses in charge of its several Departments have done a work 
which entitles them to our gratitude ; as have also the five 
others engaged in Parochial and Diocesan Missions. Seldom, 
I believe, has the Church in its best days had more experi 
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enced, faithful, and self-sacrificing servants. The Diocese is 
enriched by their lives and their labors. Would to God, 
there were more of them. Let us " greet" them, brethren, 
** as our helpers in Christ Jesus." 



Sunday Schools. 

The Committee appointed at the last Convention to in- 
quire into and report on our Sunday-school instruction and 
discipline, will present several subjects for your considera- 
tion, of grave moment Four convocations of the clergy 
and Sunday-school teachers of the Diocese have been held 
during the year. They have been very largely attended, 
and have steadily grown in interest and influence. The con- 
ferences and discussions which they have suggested will be 
felt in every branch of our Diocesan work. 



Diocesan Church Schools. 

I regret that I have no satisfactory results to report under 
this head. Though much has been said and something pro- 
mised, nothing worthy of mention has been done. The en- 
terprise and liberality which have achieved so much in other 
directions, have not yet seriously taken up this most import- 
ant interest. My views in regard to it have been so often 
and so earnestly put before the Diocese that they need not 
be repeated now. How long must the Diocese wait for the 
ripening of a sound and churchly opinion on this subject ? 
Is it not a shame ? Does it not impeach our fidelity as trus 
tees of the young life of the Church, that among a popula- 
tion of three quarters of a million we have not a Diocesan 
school for either sex ? How can we expect to have suitable 
candidates for Holy Orders when we do not lift a finger to 
establish some central school, whose influence and training 
would help to turn the attention of the brightest and best of 
our youth to the claims of the sacred ministry ? How can 
we hope that our future households will be nurseries of 
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piety and churchly zeal, when we are careless of the Chris 
tian education of the daughters of the Church ? There i- 
one Layman of the Diocese of influence and means, who has. 
encouraged me to hope that he will do something to remove 
this imputation on the otherwise fair fame of the Diocese. 

The Convention has a Committee on this subject. It will -H .1 
no doubt, be re-appointed, and, I trust, it will see its way^^ j\ 
clear to recommending some practical measures which wilE J 1 
not only command your assent, but enlist your active co — 
operation.

Rules of Order 



OF THE 



(ffonbcntion of tf)e Bioccse of Eong Jslanti^ 



1. At the opening of each Annual Convention, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, Sermon, and the administration of the Holy 
Communion, the President shall take the Chair; after 
which, the Order of Procedure shall be as follows : 

*i. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the 
Clergy entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call over the Churches entitled to representation, when the 
Lay Delegates shall present their certificates ; which certificates shall be 
examined by the Secretary and a Committee of two members appointed 
by the Presiding Officer. Irregular or defective certificates, and certifi- 
cates and documents referring to contested seats, shall be temporarily laid 
aside. The names of the Lay Delegates, duly appointed, shall then be 
called ; after which the certificates and documents laid aside shall be re- 
ported to the Convention, which shall decide on the admission of the 
deputies named therein. 

3. A constitutional qurom (fifteen Clergyman and fifteen Delegations) 
being present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for 
business, which shall proceed in the following order : 

4. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power ^ nominate an Assistant Secretary. 
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5. The appointment of six Standing Committees by the President : 

(i.) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches, one Clergy- 
man and two Layman, reports from which Committee may 
be in order at any time during the session of the Convention. 

(2.) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with 
the Treasurer, 

(3.) On the Treasurer's Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three Lay- 
men. 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 

(6.) On the Church Charity Foundation and other Benevolent Insti- 
tutions, one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

6. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections ; one Clergyman and 
one Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman 
for the Lay Votes — for the Standing Committee, the Missionary Com- 
mittee, the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and the Deputies to the Federate Council. 

7. The Annual Address of the Bishop shall be at any time in order. 

8. The receiving and referring, when neccessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the 
Secretary. 

9. Miscellaneous Business. 

n. On the second day, the Order of Business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be : 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

5. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

6. The election of the Standing Committee, the Missionary Committee, 
the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, 
and the Deputies to the Federate Council. 

7. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
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Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episco- 
pal Fund. 

8. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed 10 
that officer. 

9. Report of the Standing Committee. 

10. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

1 1. Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

12. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for A*ged and Infirm Clergy- 
men.

III. On the third and any subsequent day, the Order of 
Business, after Morning Prayer, shall be : 

1. Reading and Approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the Certificates of the Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling the names of member^ not present before. 

4. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order. 

5. Miscellaneous Business. 

IV. If the prescribed Order of Business on any day should 
not have been gone through with, the first business on the 
succeeding day shall be the matters which had not been 
reached and finished on the preceding day, and in the Order 
for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscella- 
neous business. 
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v. If the President ex officio^ is not present at the opening 
of the Convention, the Secretiry shall call the Convention to 
order, when the senior Presbyter present, being entitled to a 
seat, shall take the chair ; and in such case, immediately after 
the organization of the Convention, a President shall be 
elected by ballot from among the Presbyters. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of 
the last day's proceedings shall be read and approved. 

VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Churchy 
Clergymen belonging in this Diocese, but not entitled to 
seats in this Convention ; Clergymen of other Dioceses, Pro- 
fessors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the 
Convention, if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings 
of the Convention. 

VIII. The hours of each day's session shall be from 10 A. M. 
to 12J p. M., and from i^ P. M. to 5 P. M., and, when ordered 
by the Convention, from 7 to 10 P. M. 

IX. The mode of conducting the stated Elections by ballot 
shall be as follows : 

The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes 
entitled to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for 
each office to be filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall 
be to take charge of the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and as soon 
as practicable to canvass the same, and report the results thereof to the 
Convention. If, on any such report, it shall appear that no valid election 
has been made in respect to all or any of the offices to be filled, the poll 
shall again be opened for the purpose of filling those which remain vacant ; 
and if, on such second attempt, the purpose shall not be accomplished, 
the balloting m iy be resumed at the discretion of the Convention. 

X. No motion shall be considered as before the Conven- 
tion unless seconded, and, when required, reduced to 
writing. 

XI. When a Question is before the Convention, no Motion, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall be received, but to lay 
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it on the tabic, to postpone it indefinitely, to postpone it to a 
certain time, to commit it, or to amend it; which Motions 
shall have precedence in the order nahied. But a Motion to 
strike out the word " Resolved ** shall have precedence of a 
Motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a 
rejection of the resolution. 

XII. All Amendments shall be considered in the order in 
which they are received. When a proposed Amendment is 
under consideration, a Motion to amend the same may be 
made; no after Amendment to such second Amendment 
shall be in order. 

XIII. A Motion to lay on the table shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

XIV. A Motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when 
no member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 
A Motion to fix the hour or day to which the Convention 
shall adjourn takes precedence of a motion to adjourn, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

XV. The Mover may withdraw a Motion or Resolution at 
anytime before decision or Amendment, in which case it 
shall not be entered upon the Minutes. 

XVI. If a Question under debate contain several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided, at the request of any 
member, and a vote taken separately. 

XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the 
same question without leave of the Convention, nor more 
than once in any case until every member choosing to speak 
shall have spoken. 

XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a 
Question is put, unless excused by the Convention on account 
of his being personally interested in the result, or for other 
cause. 

XIX. The Vote shall be taken by Ayes and Noes, and by 
Orders,* whenever called for by five members. 
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XX. In taking the Vote by Orders, it shall be the right of 
any member of a Delegation, who may dissent from the vote 
of the majority of the Delegation, to have the fact of his dis- 
sent recorded on the Minutes. 

XXI. A Question being decided, shall not be reconsidered 
during the same session, without the consent of two-thirds 
of the' members present, nor without the motion for that 
purpose being made by one of the majority on the first deci- 
sion. No Question shall be reconsidered more than once. 

XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President, unless otherwise ordered. 

XXIII. The Reports of all Committees shall be in writing, 
and shall be received, of course, without motion for accept- 
ance. They shall be entered on the Minutes, unless other- 
wise ordered. If recommending or requiring any action or 
expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be ac- 
companied by a Resolution or Resolutions for its considera- 
tion. 

XXIV. When a member is called to order by the Presi- 
dent or another member, he shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain. All Questions of order shall be 
determined in the first instance by the President ; but any 
member may appeal from any decision of the Chair ; and on 
such appeal no member shall speak more than once without 
leave of the Convention. . 

XXV. All questions relating to priority of business shall 
be decided without debate. 

XXVI. The prescribed Order of Business shall not be 
departed from, nor shall any Rule of Order be suspended, 
unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; nor 
shall any be changed or rescinded, without one day's previ- 
ous notice of a Motion to that effect. 

XXVII. The majority of a Quorum shall always be re- 
quired to elect any Officer.

Brooklyn, Tuesday, May iSfh, 1875. 

This being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Long Island for 
the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled at ten o'clock, for Divine Service, in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, in the City of Brooklyn, the 
place appointed by the Bishop. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Mr. Tucker, the 
Rev. Mr. J. W. Lee reading the first lesson, and the Rev. 
Mr- Nock the second. The Rev. Mr. Middleton said the 
Creed and Prayers. 

The Ante-Communion Service was read by the Rev. Dr. 
Snively, the Rev. Dr. Johnson reading the Epistle, and the 
Rev. Dr. Diller, the Gospel. 

The Rev. Dr. Hall, announced . after Morning Prayer, 
Hymn 131 ; after the Ante-Communion Service, Hymn, 281 ; 
and in the Communion Office, Hymn 203. The Bisiior de- 
livered a portion of his Triennial Charge on " The Alleged 
Decline of the Influence of the Christian Priesthood.** 

The Offertory was read by the Rev. Dr. Hall, and the 
Alms, which were appropriated to the Missionary work of 
the Diocese, were collected by the Rev. Messrs Ay res, Ben- 
nitt and Roche, and Mr. Elliott. 

The Rev. Dr. Hall said the Prayer for Christ Church Mil- 
itant, the Exhortation and Confession, the Right Rev. the 
Bishop pronouncing the Absolution, and the Rev. Dr. 
Paddock reading the Comfortable Words. The Bishop pro- 
ceeded with the Consecration of the Elements, and was as- 
sisted in the administration by the Rev. Drs. Diller, Hall, 
Smithy Paddock, and Drowne. The Post-Communion was 
said by the Rev. Dr. Smith, the Bishop pronouncing the 
Benediction. 
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After a brief recess, the Right Rev. the President took 
the Chair, and called the Convention to order. 

The Secretary then proceeded, under the direction of the 
Bishop, to call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese en- 
titled to seats, when sixty-four answered to their names, and 
took their seats as members.* 

The Churches entitled to representation were then called 
over, and the Lay Delegates presented their certificates, 
which were examined by the Secretary and a Committee of 
three, appointed by the President, viz.: Hon. John W. 
Hunter, Mr. C. L. Burnet, and the Hon. J. B. Pcarsall. 

The names of the Lay Delegates duly appointed were 
called, when Delegates from forty-seven Parishes appeared 
and took their seats.f 

A constitutional quorum being present, the Right Rev. 
the President declared the Convention duly orgjanized for 
business. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Paddock, the vote by ballot 
was unanimously dispensed with, and the Rev. T. Stafiord 
Drowne, D.D., Rector of St Paul's Church, Brooklyn, was 
re-elected Secretary, 

On motion of the Rev.* Dr. Snively, the vote by ballot was 
unanimously dispensed with, and Mr. Alexander V. Blake, 
was re-elected Treasurer. 

The Secretary nominated the Rev. Edmund D. Cooper, 
Rector of the Church of the Redeemer, Astoria, as Assistant 
Secretary, who was thereupon re-elected by the Convention. 

On motion of the Hon. J. W. Gilbert, it was 

Resolved, That the Rules of Order of the last Convention be adop- 
ted as the Rules of Order of this body. 

The President announced the Rule of Order, providing 
for the admission of persons not members to the sittings of 
the Convention; whereupon several availed themselves of 
the privilege.

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The Right Rev. the Bishop addressed the Convention as 
follows : 

Dear Brethren of the Clergy and L'lity : 

The customary convention address usually devoted to the discussion of 
some one or more of the leading interests of the Diocese, or of the church 
at large, will be omitted. I shall do so for two reasons; first, because the 
delivery of the third part of my Chaige will occupy all the time that I 
could venture to claim ; and, second, because the several Standing and 
Special Committees will report so fully upon the various departments of 
the practical work of the Diocese as to relieve me from any urgent neces- 
sity of alluding to them in detail. I trust that the various items of business 
and the plans suggested for the more vigorous support of our Institutions 
of Chanty and Learning, and for the extension of the Missionary work 
among us, will receive the earnest attention of the convention and thus 
lead to prompt and judicious action. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Stocking, it was 

Resolved, That the Bishop be respectfully requested by this Conven- 
tion to continue the delivery of his Charge this evening at 8 o'clock.

Certain matters between the 
former Rector and the Vestry of the Church of the Ascension, Green- 
point, having been submitted for arbitration, a special committee was ap- 
pointed to enquire into the facts and report.

of Richard H. L. Tighe, applying to be admitted to the restricted Dia- 
conate ; of William Warren Ayres, applying to be admitted to the Sa- 
cred Order of Deacons, and of William S. Adamson, applying to be ad- 
mitted to the Sacred Order of Priests, were signed.

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Committee was given to the consecration of the Rev. Thomas Under- 
wood Dudley, Jr., D.D., as Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Kentucky, 
and of the Rev. John Scarborough, D.D., as Bishop of the Diocese of 
New fersey, and the proper testimonials were signed. Official notifica- 
tion was received of the death of the Right Rev. Henry John Whitehouse, 
D.D., L.L.D., Bishop of Illinois, on the 10th of August, 1874. Certain 
expenses on property held by the Trustees of the Estate belonging to the 
Diocese, in accordance with a resolution of the last convention, were or- 
dered to be paid.

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The Committee on the Sunday Schools of the Diocese of Long Island, 
in making their Second Annual Report on the work of the past year, feel 
the grave responsibility that rests upon them, in their effort to utilize 
ihe information they have acquired, towards promoting, more generally, 
that unity of organization and identity of interest, indispensable, both for 
the education of the children of the Church, and the extension and 
growth of her influence as well. 

First, we would call attention to the subject of instruction. In the 
early days of the Diocese, we have heard lately, that a want of organiza- 
tion in Parochial matters, was a defect most patent : the gathering to- 
gether of the energies of all, has been a matter of no inconsiderable effort. 
We think the same can be said of Sunday-schools to-day, and one of 
the brightest hopes of the official efforts of this Committee, would be to 
have the same aim and the same system working all over the Island. It 
should be implicitly understood that no Sunday-school can be efficient, 
that does not require study and solid teaching; that any theological con- 
fectionary taking the place of plain, healthful and sound doctrine, can 
only re-act in that direction that will raise up objectors and demurrers to 
all Sunday-schools whatever. We should be sorry to find the opposers, 
those that consider Sunday-schools a failure, have increased facilities for 
supporting their arguments. It is then a melancholy delusion to hope that 
any good can result^ if careful instruction is not heeded. It must be the 
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duty of those in authority to expel, unconditionally, flippant and frivolous 
teaching. Rooted and grounded in the faith, should be the motto. An 
ounce of prevention is better than a pound of cure ; and when we see 
schism and disaflrction and disloyalty to the Church, it does not arise 
from malicious or evil disposed tendencies but rather from downright 
ignorance and want of information. The love of popularity, the danger 
of not getting large and overflowing schools, holding them not by the 
magnet of doctrine, duty and conscience, but by appeals to the despo- 
tisms of the senses, can never turn out workers for God's church, as relia- 
ble adherents to the discipline of her authority. How thoroughly Rome 
knows the importance of all this, how with the march of civilization and 
the torch of inquiry against her, she holds the allegiance of those bap- 
tized into her Communion. Sound doctrines then must be carefully 
taught^ and parents must feel, that their children have a lesson to prepare 
that requires intelligent and careful application. If they only attend 
school as a pastime, to enjoy the companionship of a kind and right 
meaning instructor, and that one hour a week is frittered away, the day 
will come, when a violent reaction will be called out by those who have 
patiently hoped to sec Sunday-schools more effective. 

Our second topic is that of the teacher. Those who work Sunday after 
Sunday in the school know what a God-send and a blessing a regular and 
faithful teacher is in helping the work, and they know, too, how dreary 
and prejudicial are the influences of an irregular and disinterested one. 
Now, by patient personal solicitation, it is possible to call in thoroughly 
zealous lay co-operators, and when convenient to weed out the worthless, 
but when you come to the questions of teachers meetings for preparation 
the good and the indifl^erent suffer equally in the trial. It has been the 
experience of the majority of clergymen, that to get persons to attend and 
to give up secular calls, that are often imperative, is sitnply impossible ; 
those who really should come, do not come, and those who are least re- 
quiring instruction will be most prompt in attendance. As we are then 
dealing with the practical resources at our disposal, it would seem that 
the most common-sense solution to this vexed question, of weekly prepa- 
ration for teachers, is first, to have the information arranged suited for each 
class, the character of the instruction selected by Rector or Superin- 
tendent, so that only obedience and fidelity are needed, and then 
to have reports with questions printed that teachers have to collect dur- 
ing the month. The questions, if wisely arranged, will not only give in- 
formation as to pupils and preparation, but also make the visitor a parish 
worker, in getting information of a valuable kind. By such a system you 
strengthen a weak teacher, and you are enabled to have perfect confi- 
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ncc in the subject taught — while you meet the difficulties that scfular 
iploymcnt, intellectual capability or any infirmity thu would embarrass 
c work. Having listened to the arguments, and weighed the obstacles 
at the experienced have found impossible to overcome, we iccl such 
jystcm would confer the greatest satisfaction, in a matter where quite 
e reverse is too often felt. The following are the proposed cjuestions : 
). New Children (2). Children not baptized (3.) Ready lor 
nHrmation. (4.) New Episcopal family, number and name. (5.) Any 
angc suggested for class. (6.) How far advanced in Catechism. (7.) 
lildren absent. (8.) Amount of monthly collections. (9.) Any sick 
Tiily. (10.) Irregular pupils. (11.) Those capable of singing. (12.) 
hose capable of assisting in Church work. Such a report coming from 

the teachers is a fund of valuable and important information. 
Our third topic for attention is the subject of music: from the variety 

books that have recently been published for children, and from the 
knowledged fascination that this subject has over the youthful mind, we 
z\ no apology is necessary for its special mention. How best to get 
ildren to come to Church has been a very im[>ortant discussion, for at- 
nding School and forsaking Church, is rather the outgrowth of Secta- 
in teaching, than sound instruction in the faith. Now, if such an arrange- 
ent could be made that would enable the children to' sing in Church and 

join in the canticles, this would be a very influential inducement ; it 
ould add largely to the attractions already attributed to responsive 
jrship. To know the Vcnite, the Te Deuni, Jubilate, Bonnum est, 
:nedic, Cantate and Deus Misereatur otf by hc:irt when young, is but a 
ght effort of the memory, to get them into the way of chanting a very 
sy matter, requiring a little drill and once you have a number who can, 
cy soon teach others who cannot. The books that have recently been 
It forward, are costly and hardly calculated to encourage this object, 
iving different words. Why should not the Hymnal and Psalms of 
avid be as familiar to the children as to grown people? The Jewish 
lildren, we all know, sang them in their homes, in their shops, and at 
eir daily work, and why should not Christian children know them as 
:11. Is it possible to give them anything better ? Teach the young then 
sing their chants and hymns, and you have congregational singing, and 
you desire it, you can select those of a better voice, to make your choir 
necessary. The Rhythm once learned, the emphatic word once ac- 
lircd, will remain with them always. Far better than those qucstion- 
tle words that some of our Sunday school singing books would give them, 
'hilc it wouid be a move in the right direction to secure economy in choir 
iging, and enable money to be devoted to missionary purposes that is 
:3 
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now kept back. The trial could be easily made and the result would be 
crowned with success; and then we would hear less of that neglecting the 
services of the Church, while the singing, would be in keeping with good 
old A')Ostolic times. 

Our fourth topic — Missionary zeal in children. We must \t^ that 
the habit of giving is one that must be early inculcated. If children arc 
brought up when young to understand that they should assist in spreading 
the Church of God, we would hear less of those artificial plans that work so 
feverishly and with spasmoiic action. Pulling the engine with a rope round 
it, is not as good as getting the steam inside. There must be a churchly 
conscience in this matter, there must be a feeling of duty, and by begin- 
ning yc'ing, our young people will grow up with a proper conception of 
the propriety of so doing. This would make them feel that the Church 
is Catholic, and that to help others as well as our own immediate work, 
is true Apostolic Christianity. We emphasise this strongly^ because the 
habit can be acquired, and once acquired will not be easily lost 

Our fifth topic, is the system to be pursued in the general management 
of the school. We would most urgently recommend as much simplicity 
as possible : too much machinery, apart from being cumbersome, takes time 
and needs those who might be more profitably engaged. It removes 
jealousies and heart-burnings in the distribution of offices, while it makes 
the oversight more easy ; perfect equality should exist as to teachers, for 
old and young pupils no difference. To teach little children is in reality 
more difficult than to instruct older ones ; while every effort should be 
used to prevent class distinctions that would interfere with children be- 
ing promoted. Holding children back because you are fond of them, is 
a great mistake and very injudicious affection ; the time is short, they 
may move away, and to teach them as much as possible should be the su- 
preme aim ; this is one of the delicate and difficult embarrassments that 
every superintendent has to contend against. But the general interest of 
the school and scholar and not a sectional bias, should be th^ prime aim 
of the teacher. 

The sixth topic — the necessity of providing intelligent reading fo^ 
the young. If they are taught the sound truths of each Sunday, light 
reading will be more welcome ; a monthly periodical that would supple* 
ment the Library. A publisher of the city is willing to give a certain 
number of pages of his magazine to children's reading, while other parts 
would be interesting as relating to our Diocese ; also appropriate articles 
provided by our Clergy and Laity. A certain number of subscribcn 
would secure copies at half price, while if it was deemed advisable and 
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sjrstematized questions were gotten up by a Committee for the purpose, 
it could be a compendious publication for instruction and edification. 

The seventh topic, would be addressed to parents, urging them to 
the necessity of impressing their children with the importance of applica- 
tion at home, and punctual attendance on Sunday. To warn them 
against the inducements of popular Sectarian Sunday-schools, where all 
kinds of bribes and blandishments are in vogue to cnveigle children to 
come to school, implying that Righteousness is "meat" and ''drink" and 
that '^gain " b ** Godliness." It is deplorable to see what claptrap is en- 
couraged^ what sensational ways are adopted, stimulants of all kinds. This, 
parents should feel, is a poor way to inspire sound Church life and a sense 
of duty. They should feel a higher sense of the responsibility and im- 
portance of Sunday-schools and induce their children to come clean, punc- 
tual and prepared. 

Our last topic is the Rector's relation to the Sunday-school, the only 
possible grounds for the admission of any such subject for debate, would be 
the neglect or absence of the head of the Parish. It has been said that some 
Rectors do not feel a proper sense of responsibility, but surely the Rector 
has no more right (apart from the Words of the Master) to neglect the 
lambs of the flock, than the father the care and supervision of his family. 
If in large cities, it is often a matter of unfeigned regret that more per- 
sonal intercourse is not possible with the people, for reasons that are sim- 
ply unavoidable, by being personally and habitually present, this drawback 
b greatly modified by personal contact with the children of the Parish. 
To gain any influence worth the name, it is of the last importance to have 
some influential channel of communication. Through chiliren there is a 
door always open, that, when wisely used, is most persuasive and powerful. 
You know the parents better, you lessen the distance that short acquain- 
tance produces ; while the clergyman encourages, by his presence, better 
discipline, better perparation, larger classes for the rite of confirmation-— 
while to say that the study is to shadow or supercede the care of the Sun- 
day-school, is to say that he is to neglect one duty, and that of the first 
importance, in order that he may discharge another more efiiciently. 
Every clergyman by proper system can know what all are learning, and, 
through the instrumentality of his Superintendent, can put in operation 
the plans and propositions he desires to see adopted. Apart from other 
considerations the influence of children in the Parish should never be for- 
gotten. 

In closing then our Report for this year, we would urge most respect- 
fully, that some classified system of instruction be adopted, as suggested 
in our last report and unanimously approved of by the Convention 1874. 
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While in conclusion we desire to testify to the wisdom that has coDcurrcd 
and carried out the system of convocation, enabling all to meet and discuft 
leading topics of interest in the work and so gathering infonnationy elicit- 
ing interest, and enabling clergy and laity to join in informal debate and 
friendly discussion, that has emulated all interested in this work to weigh 
wisely the best remedy for existing defects, and to do, what is done to 
the honor and glory of Almighty God.

The annual circular sent to the Clergy of the Diocese previous to the 
last Thanksgiving Day collection was as follows : 

" We come to you with our Thanksgiving appeal for those who are 
nearest and ought to be dearest in the bonds of helpful charity, viz.: 
your aged brother officers in the Regimental Roster of the Church Mili- 
tant. We propose permanent provision for those whose weapons of war- 
fare are blunted by long use and whose regulation uniform has become 
threadbare by continued service. 

" Most civil governments provide pensions for those who wear them- 
selves out in the defense of the State. Shall the Church of Christ do less 
lor those who give their life-long energies to the service of the souls of 
their Brethren ; and so to the honor of Him who is the Creator and 
Redeemer of us all ? May God prompt us to be grateful and help- 
fuly to the end that our old Captains may be sustained in the dignity 
of their Holy Office, when age and infirmity press hardly upon them. 
Thui shall we glorify Christy as well by the beautiful holiness of Hit 
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aged saints^ as through the preaching of those who are laboring uiider the 
heat and burden of the day. 

" The undersigned Trustees challenge the noble Christian charity of the 
Clergy and Laity of this greatly favored Diocese. May we not hope that 
you will open your hearts and purses on the day of Annual Thanksgiving 
to the cogent appeal which now goes forth from those who are wearing 
out or who are worn out in the great campaign of the Church Militant 
for the rescue of the souls of the race. Let the sum of your contribu- 
tions be the measure. Brethren, of your appreciation of the services of our 
Gospel Veterans." 

The Trustees are happy to present to the convention the prosperous 
condition of this Fund. Its steady growth is a matter of interest to cler- 
gy and laity alike. It has already proved the source of great bles- 
sing to some of our aged brethren, and pledges for the future the church's 
kindly care to all who may fall within reach of its graceful benefactions.

This conveyance is No, 9 and is a deed, from Albon P. Mann and son, 
of six lots in the village of Richmond Hill, in Queens County, in trust for 
the Church of the Resurrection. 

Thf Deed No. 3, received by the Trustees in 1872, from Charles 
Douglass and wife, of land and buildings in trust for the congregation 
worshiping at St. Barnabas Chapel, at Sayville, Town of Islip, Suffolk Coun 
ty, has been conveyed, by the Trustees, to the Rector, Church Wardens, 
and Vestrymen of St. Ann's Church, Sayville, a corporation representing 
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a congregation now occupying and worshiping in the church-building 
formerly St. Barnabas' Chapel. 

The standing Committee of the Diocese, who are the Trustees of the 
estate of the Diocese, now hold seven deeds, two of which arc for church 
sites, and four of church sites and buildings.

OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE. 

In presenting their annual report to the convention of the Diocese, the 
Missionary Committee refer with gratitude to the results which have been 
accomplished, and only regret that the means placed at their disposal 
have not been such as to warrant the record of larger returns. Notwith- 
standing the adverse influence of the financial condition of the country, 
and the extreme severity of the winter, the work of our missions has been 
maintained ; the services have been regularly held at the various stations; 
and the congregations have steadily increased in number and interest. 

This is but saying that the fidelity and zeal of our missionaries have 
been crowned by the evident blessing of God. 

It is impossible, within the limits of a brief report to present any idea 
of the details of our missionary work at home. Merc stati^tics of results, 
in this department afford but little idea of the solicitude and care which it 
has cost to achieve them ; and the trials and discouragements of the mis- 
sionaries themselves, are scarcely hinted at in their reports of their work. 

It is not our business to contemplate the obstacles which lie in the path- 
way of the Church's progress ; nor to be either elated by our success or de- 
pressed by our fiiilures ; but rather as faithful stewards of his mysfjrics, 
to obey the simple law of Christian working as embodied in the great com- 
mission itself; and inspired by the love of Christ and an earnest solicitude 
for the souls he came to redeem, to make our constant endeavor to ex- 
tend the blessings of the gospel and the privileges of the church '*to the 
regions beyond."

The specific report of our work naturally begins with its one complete- 
\y organized missionary efTort, — 

The Associate Mission in Suffolk County, of which the Rev. Thomas 
Cook is the head, and the Rev. J. H. Prescott and the Rev. J. N. W. Ir- 
vine (deacon) are the Assistant Clergy. 

AtRiverhead the work of the mission has been somewhat impeded, not 
only by the prevalent indifference of the community to the ordinances of 
the Gospely but also by the financial distress of the country, which has 
caused the closing of a large manufactory here, many of whose operatives 
are parishioners of the mission ; and also by a local epidemic which for 
a time, seriously interfered with the attendance of the children upon the 
Sunday -school. 

Notwithstanding these discouragements, however, the work has gone 
steadily on, and the efficient head of the mission has succeeded in erecting 
a building for use as a Parish school which combines two features worthy 
of mention in this report : First, it is movable in its character and second, 
its cost is less than $500 ; and it illustrates how much can be accomplished, 
even by limited means, when their expenditure is guided by a careful wis- 
dom and prudent forethought. 

At Yaphank and Brookhaven the work of the church has continued un. 
dcr the care of Rev. J. N. W. Irvine, whose dtaconate has already fulfill- 
ed the promise of his labor as a lay reader. 

At both points, services have been held on all Sundays and Holy days, 
and the Holy Communion has been regularly celebrated at the visitation 
of the Head of the mission. 

Both of these churches are reported as ''giving evidence of churchly 
growth under the untiring efforts of the devoted minister in charge." 

At Port Jefferson, services have been held in a hall, and the erection of 
a chapel building seems to be almost indispensable to the success of the 
church's work at this point. 

At Bethphage and Sweet Hollow, frequent services have been held in 
private houses and much interest has been manifested. On one occasion 
1 3 children were baptized. 

At the points of the Associate Mission, thus far named the statistics 
are as follows : Sermons and Lectures, 155 ; Baptisms, Infants, 32, Adults, 
1$ — 47. Funerals, 1^ ; Marriages, 2 ; Confirmations, 20. 

At St. Paul's Patchogue, under the special care of the Rev. J. H. Pres- 
cott, the services are rather parochial than missionary in their character, 
and have been maintained with a regularity and a success that is everyway 
gratifying. The growth of the church has been steady and the prospect 
of its increase is cheering. 
8 
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In this church there have been services, 42 ; marriages, 3 ; burials, 1 ; 
confirmations, 1. 

At Ann's, Sayville, under the same pastoral care there have been ser- 
vices, 97 ; baptisms, 4 ; marriages, 1 ; burials, 5 ; confirmations, 6 ; and 
the contributions have amounted to |(1200 — an increase of $400 over last 
year. 

The total results of four years, as reported by the Head of the Asso- 
ciate Mission are the erection of three churches which are nearly free 
from debt ; the proper donation of two others, with the prospect of 
the erection of still another at no distant day. 

These represent a total value of |(22,ooo, a result sufficiently gratify- 
ing even in its financial aspect ; but vastly more so, as only incidental to 
the more lasting spiritual results which we may well believe under God's 
blessing have been already accomplished, and the still greater results in 
the future of which they are to be the instrumentality. 

Holy Trinity Church, Greenport and Shelter Island, Rev. Jno. W. 
Buckmaster. Sunday services, 64 ; other days, 8 ; baptism, 1 ; confirm- 
ations, 2 ; communicants, 30. 

A notable fact in the work here has been that ^500 of the debt has 
been paid by voluntiry countributions without resort to the doubtful and 
unchurchly methods of festivals or fairs. 

The Sunday-school has 4 teachers and 28 scholars. The church prop- 
erty is worth ^3,000, and no pews are rented. The offerings during the 
year for charitable and Diocesan objects have amounted to $418. 

On Shelter Island, 37 Sunday services have been held; there are 16 
communicants, and i has been confirmed. 

When inclement weather has rendered it impossible for the clergyman 
to be present, services have been held by Dr. Nicoll, acting as Lay 
Reader. 

In the past four years, the missionary committee have appropriated 
$1,300 to this point, and we have there now a church property worth 
♦5,000 free from debt. 

Christ Church, Sag Harbor, Rev. Wm. Mowbray. In three years the 
communicants -^i this point have increased from 63 to 107. The attend- 
ance upon the services of the church is large and uniform. The church- 
ly and thorough character of the Sunday-school instruction may be inferred 
from the fact that at a competitive examination upon the catechism at 
Christmas, ^\t of the children repeated the entire church catechism with- 
out missing a single word. 

At Noyack Mission, four miles from Sag Harbor, services have also been 
held. The missionary will be assisted hereafter at this point by a Lay 
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Reader. Total number of services, Sundays, i 26 ; other days, 113; 
Holy Communion, monthly, and Christmas and Easter. Baptisms, 6 ; 
Confirmed, ii; Marriages, 2 ; Burials 10. 

St. Thomas' Mission, Cooper Av. Brooklyn, E. D., Cornelius L. Twing, 
Lay Reader. This work was undertaken by the present incumbent in 
Oct., 1874, since which time regular Sunday services have been held ; ser- 
vices on Friday evenings during Lent, and everv evening during Holy 
Week. 

There is a valuable property here which will be needed more and more 
n the future. The debt upon it amounts to ¥4,550, of which ^500 will 
be paid during the coming year. A parsonage will also be erected with- 
out expense to the mission, and with the privilege of its purchase, at the 
actual cost, whenever the mission maybe able to do so. Number of fami- 
lies 12; individuals, 65; baptisnrs, 2; confirmed, 5; communicants, 
14 ; Sunday-school teachers, 10 ; scholars, 42. The Holy Communion 
has been celebrated monthly, and at Christmas and Easter. Contributions 
for the year, $545.72. 

Church of St. John, Parkville, Rev. R. H. L. Tighe. The present 
missionary has been in charge since January 1. At that time but 8 per- 
sons attended the service; the number of regular attendants now is 30, in 
addition to a Sunday-school of 18 ; a very gratifying increase in the short 
space of three months. 

St. Timothy's, Brownsville, Mr. Wm. H. Tomlins, Lay Reader. Fam- 
ilies, 20 ; individuals, 50 ; baptisms, 3 ; communicants, 20 ; S. S. teach- 
ers, 5; scholars, 30. Divine service has been held here twice every 
Sunday, an 1 on Friday evenings; and the Holy Communion has been 
celebrated with as much frequency and regularity as was possible under 
the circumstances. The contributions have amounted to $109.98, of 
which $75.00 have been devoted to the stipend of the missionary. 

The field here is a difficult one, and the Sunday-school is the chief in- 
strumentality for building up the church. Greater efficiency will natur- 
ally follow and large results may be expected, when the missionary re- 
ceives Holy Orders, which he expects to do at no dist^int day. 

This brief review of our Diocesan missionary work clearly establishes 
the fiicty that our mission stations are doing their utmost to help them- 
selves ;* and our aid comes in — not to encourage ecclesiastical pauperism — 
but to supplement and complete their own earnest efforts. 

To many appeals, equally strong, the committee have been compel- 
led to turn a deaf ear, simply because it was not in their power to re- 
spond. There are vast mission fields in our city ; and there arc as genuine 
missionary fields on this island, as any between the Mississippi and the 
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Rocky Mountains. And to meet this many-voiced demand in our young 
and vigorous Diocese, there has been contributed during the past yetr, 
less than $5,000. 

Many parishes have made no offering at all ; and from others, tV^ 
amount has been discreditably small. 

The Missionary Committee of the Diocese gladly recognize the fi^^ 
that four times as much, is spent in the support of Parochial missions, i -^ \ 
contributed to the support of our Diocesan work. They would not 
minish these generous gifts by a single dollar ; and yet they cannot ^^""^ 
remember that the two parishes which together contribute more tl 
half the Missionary fund of this Diocese, have themselves expensive ]^^ ^ 
rochial missions to support. The only limit to our Diocesan work, is xr^^ ^ 
limit of the means placed at our disposal, and the committee venture 
urge most earnestly that in the coming year every Rector of a parish 
this Diocese shall bring this department of the church's work before 
people for their specific offerings and gifts. 

Diocesan Missions have no distance to lend enchantment to their su^ \ 
port; but the very fact of their nearness to us — within the bounds of 01 
own Diocesan jurisdiction — should make their appeal but the more 
phatic and audible ; and that appeal should be heeded by every parish"^; 
and by every parishioner in this Diocese. 

The support of our Diocesan Missions is undoubtedly the missionary 
duty that lies nearest to us and which should be our first care. Their 
support ought in no sense to be the result of mere impulse — the spasmodic 
effort that springs from a stirring appeal. They should have a perma- 
nent and a prominent place in the hearts of the people of this church, and 
their claim should be recognized as one which we cannot innocently ne- 
glect. 

The committee therefore propose the following resolution : 

Rasolved, That this convention heartily recognizes the claims of our 
Diocesan Missions upon the liberality of all our parishes: and commends 
it to their increased gifts ; and that those parishes which have made no 
contribution during the past year be earnestly requested to make an of- 
fering for this purpose*during the coming year.

OF THE MISSION WORK AT THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 

HOSPITAL. 

I have visited this building as usual during the year, except when the 
traveling was so bad this winter that I could not get there. 

The Holy Communion has been administered 7 times to 24 sick per- 
sons; 35 infants and one adult have been baptized. Tne Bishop has 
not made his Visitation yet, but is expected to do so on Trinity Sunday. 

ALMSHOUSE AND ASYLUM. 

Many improvements have been made during the paFt year, which will 
make the old people more comfortable. 

The ladies who visit here on the State Charity Aid Association, have 
been a blessing to the poor in temporal things. Very few of the old 
members of the Church are remaining, they have passed away to their 
rest. The Asylum is also much improved. 

PENITENTIARY. 

I have taken much interest in visiting this institution, and noticed a 
marked improvement in many respects, especially in one which I men- 
tioned last year. The prisoners now get a small compensation for their 
labor which makes them feel happier to know that when their time is up, 
they can at least pay their board for a short time till they find employment 
here, or leave the city to seek it elsewhere. 

I have been particularly interested in many of the prisoners, some of 
whom have left and I hope are doing well ; others are counting the days 
when they will again be free men and women, and some will have cause 
to thank God that they were arrested in their downward course before it 
was too late. I have distributed many books, tracts and Church papers 
among them, which they receive gladly. The building is very clean and 
well-ordered. 

CITY INSTITUTIONS. 

I visit the Naval Hospital, City Hospital, Marine Barracks, and Ray- 
mond St. Jail as formerly and distribute tracts, papers, and books. 

The Church Service was discontinued at the Marine Barracks at Christ- 
mas, with the full approval of the Bishop j and a Mission Sunday-school, 
chapel and free reading room opened on the first Sunday in Jan. on 
Flushing Ave. It is called St. Luke's Mission and is under the care of St. 
Luke's Church ; its kind Rector taking a great interest in it. This Mis- 
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sion is not designed to interfere with any other^ but simply to gather in | Mf^ 
those not attending any place of worship, and to meet the wants of the poor 
in its immediate neighborhood. On the opening night of the reading room, 
although few were expected, the place was filled in half an hour. I counted 
40 young men and half grown hoys, and there his been a steady increase, 
so that the room we had was too small, and we have just moved into » 
larger one between Hall and Ryerson Sts., on Flushing Ave 

A Missionary is needed to hold a Morning Service here, and help gcn* 
erally in the different Institutions. Tnc work has been steadily increas- 
ing, and it is almost impossible for it to continue to do so without dericr*^ 

aid.

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH 
. CHARITY FOUNDATION AND OTHER BENEVOLENT 
INSTITUTIONS. 

By reference to page 21 of the Journal of the Convention of 1874, it 
will be seen that the title and work of this Committee have been changed 
and enlarged. It is now appointed to an office which brings "it into a 
certain relationship to all the other benevolent institutions of the Church." 

The Committee begs to report that formal visitations have been made 
twice during the year to all the Institutions of the Diocese, and that the 
members of the Committee have made informal visits at difierenc times. 

The Church Charity Foundation continues quietly on in its career of 
beneficence, relieving human infirmity and respecting human dignity, the 
while dispensing the precious things of Christ through the well ordered 
offices of the Church. 

Th(! Home for the A^ied is well filled with those who have seen and 
who soon again will see better days. None are admitted to this sanctu- 
ary of reverent age, save those who are at most but five years removed 
from the ending of the allotted term of life. And we believe there are 
none now the guests of this Christian Home who do not contemplate 
with the eye of faith, the House not made with hands, which they expect 
ere long to inhabit. The regimen of this Institution is admirable. The 
sweet repose which pervades its halls and chambers, is precisely the at- 
mosphere old age most loves to breathe. The Rev. Dr. Camp, the 
Chaplain, is very acceptable in his ministrations. He finds abundant 
material for his labors of love, and the work of the Lord prospers in his 
hands. The Home is always full and probably would be if its capacity 
were twice as great. 

The Orfihanaj^e has its forty inmates of hoys and girls to whom the 
church stands in loco parentis. Religious training, mental culture, rou- 
tine or skilled industry, make up the method of this establishment. The 
house is had hut the work is good. An extension toward Atlantic Ave- 
nue of the present building is now proposed and will probably be soon 
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begun. This wing will be ostensibly in the interest of the printing in- 
dustry, which now contributes largely toward the Support of the Or- 
phanage and which, it is hoped, with the increased facilities afforded by 
the new buildings, will double its contribution, — still, aside from this, there 
will be, with the increased accommodations a general bettering of the 
whole condition of the Orphan House, relieving it from its present 
cramped appointments in both the male and female departments. 

At one of our visitations, we had the pleasure of hearing the good 
chaplain. Dr. Camp catechise the children. The fidelity of the catechist 
and the facility of the catechumens was alike gratifying. We felt that 
the planting and the watering were good. May God give the increase. 

5/. JohfCs Hospital is all that wise management can make it. It is yet 
in its infancy, but is instinct with vigor. There are twenty-five beds for 
regular cases, and several private rooms for pay patients. The organiza- 
tion and routine are alike admirable* The scrupulous neatness and 
" speaking quietude" of this House of Mercy are very inviting to those 
whose bodily infirmities are here alleviated by the twofold ministry of 
church and home. 

The Dispensary has lately been removed to Hamilton St^, one door 
from Atlantic Ave., and is now quite complete in its equipment. 

The Sheltering Arms Nursery, after an active ministry to infants and 
young children and indirectly to impoverished mothers, for five years, ap- 
peals to the Church with good warrant for a more liberal support- 
Through the generosity of a well-known and greatly respected Layman of 
the Diocese, this Institution has enjoyed, without rent J, the privilege of 
house and grounds for some years. As they scarcely can expect this 
much longer, it is hoped that the efforts of the promoters of this charity, 
will be increased up to the measure of this new necessity of support. 
Too much can scarcely be said of the value, the absolute importance of 
this Institution. It supplies, to the extent of its capacity, a great want. 
We hope the day is not distant, when its fostering care, may embrace, 
not as now, forty children, but a largely increasing number. 

The Memorial Home for Consumptives in its capacious Mansion on 
Xhird Street is doing a noble work. The same generous Layman, before 
alluded to, has for the past year, assumed the responsibility of its sup- 
port. In this he has been warmly seconded by many of our Churches. 
We are glad to learn that this Institution is about to be broadened out to 
enlist a larger constituency, of sympathy and practical co-operation. A 
board of managers or Trustees is soon to be organized, and then the 
charity is to have a corporate existence and a thoroughly Diocesan 
character. 
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In this connection the Committee beg to suggest the poMibiHtyofi 
plan by which the City Rectors and the County Rectors also, coold, in 
some systematic way, be brought into closer association with this ind 
other charitable Institutions in the Diocese. Would it not be possible so 
to arrange a series of engagements, throughout the year that some Rector 
would have the pastoral care for each fortnight, holding an afternoon ser- 
vice on the two Sundays and making one or two thorough visitationi, do- 
ring each of the two weeks. This would be a comparatively small dutj 
for each clergyman, and a very great advantage to the Institution; not 
only in the actual benefit conferred by such ministrations, but in the 
great interest that would, of necessity, be kindled in the visiting clergy- 
man and through him in the members of his congregation. This, of coune, 
to be effectually carried out, must needs be rigidly organized and admin- 
istered with unswerving fidelity. The Committee have to suggest the 
careful perusal of the Annual Reports of the Church Charity FoundadoD, 
and the Sheltering Arms Nursery. They are replete with information, 
touching the conduct of these Institutions and set forth (as this brief re- 
port of your Committee does not at all propose to do) all the fiictsof 
the annual history and other matters of lateral or prospective interest. 

The proposed apportionment of the expenses of the Church Charity 
Foundation among the parishes, so warmly commended by the Bishop in 
a brief but felicitous pastoral letter of Feb. 8th ult., has proved to be a well 
working scheme. The Treasurer reports that most of the parishes have 
fallen in line and there is good reason to believe that if this course be ad- 
hered to steadily, it will ere long result in an adequate and well assured 
support to these Institutions. 

It is deemed by your committee very desirable to make the annivem- 
ries of the charitable Institutions less formal, taking from them the pres- 
ent character of a regular Sunday service, and giving them more of the or- 
der usually had at missionary meetings. A few stirring addresses from 
persons carefully selected, we believe, would arouse more specific interest, 
convey more practical information touching the needs of the Institutions, 
and call forth larger contributions upon the occasion, as well as excite t 
more lasting sympathy in the hearts of our church people.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 

In submitting this Report the Committee on Christian Education, 
ivhile believing the subject to be of the highest importance, regret that 
they have no special progress for the past year to chronicle, and no ma- 
tured or definite plans at this time to suggest. 

The minds of churchmen are evidently not awake and alive to the 
great duty of providing schools for thechutchly training of their children, 
and therefore the efforts and wealth of the church are not forthcoming 
for this object. The existing apathy is, doubtless, in a measure owing to 
the generally acknowledged excellence of our public schools, to the many 
successful private schools and incorporated academies established among 
ut, to the proximity of a larger and older city containing church schools 
of approved character ; while other Dioceses have institutions long estab- 
lished and efficiently conducted, to which those desirous of being taught 
after the church's methods, and willing or able to reside away from home, 
are accustomed to resort. Hence we neglect the building up of endowed 
and permanent institutions in our midst, under the auspices and patron- 
age of our own Diocese. 

Still, Long Island has had in the past some examples of liberal enter- 
priie and well-directed effort, to which we may be permitted to briefly 
refer, as evidence of what was done when the church had far less numeri- 
cal strength and financial ability, than now. The Flushing Institute, in- 
corporated in 1827, for the education of boys, under the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Muhlenberg — a name always associated with the best ventures of 
the church — was admirably managed and in a flourishing condition for 
a period of ten years. He then inaugurated St. Paul's College at Col- 
lege Point, the corner stone of which was laid in 1836; and although the 
financial storm which soon after swept over the country, prevented the 
erection of all of its projected buildings, yet with a competent staff* of 
professors and teachers, a noble work was done there for many years, 
which gave to the church devoted clergymen and well-instructed laymen 
who reflected great credit upon their efficient training. St. Ann's Hall, 
under the direction of the Rev. Dr. John F. Schroeder was commenced in 
Flushing in 1837, and became widely and favorably known as a seminary 
for young ladies ; and was continued for a long period in New York, and 
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subsequently in this city, with marked success. A little later, in 1839, 
was established Sc Thomas* Hall, Flushing, erected by the Rev. Dr. 
Francis L. Hawks, which with its Gothic Chapel and extensive buildingi, 
was considered at the time the most complete and attractive establish- 
ment of learning in the State, but from subsequent embarrassments wis 
unfortunately relinquished in 1843. Quite recently we have had Trinity 
school in this city, at present suspended, which might have succeeded well, 
had it been possible to secure a proper edifice for its permanent occnpi- 
tion.- At present we have in Islip a church school under the direction of 
the Rev. Mr. Riley, another in Jamaica under the Rev. Mr. Stocking, 
a Seminary for girls in Brooklyn begun by the Rev. Mr. Mulholluid 
and continued by the Rev. Mr. Tighe, and Emmanuel Hall for boys, just 
inaugurated at Glen Cove by the Rev. Mr. Sparks, not to mention some 
parish schools, all of which deserve to be encouraged and sustained by the 
liberal patronage of churchmen. 

It would appear to be an established fact, that in order to give perma- 
nency to any educational effort, an adequate provision of buildings, with 
their suitable equipment is at least necessary, leaving the income from tui- 
tion solely for current expenses ; and equally certain that private enter- 
prises being subject to the changes which are constantly overtaking indi- 
viduals, however useful while they last, lack the elements of stability and 
perpetuity. 

That distinctively Christian schools, as nurseries of the young life of the 
church, are in the highest degree desirable, and might fill a place at present 
almost unoccupied by existing institutions, would seem scarcely at this 
day to need positive assertion. And yet the prevailing indifference » 
proof of the lamentable want of a healthy church sentiment on the sub- 
ject. The education which is furnished by the State is purely secular; 
and that given in ordinary seminaries or private schools prides itself on 
being non-sectarian ; so that in either case no positive religious teaching!^ 
possible. There is an admitted or compulsory absence of all exposition 
or enforcement of a definite faith. Now, while there is loud boasting in 
some quarters of this as a happy achievement, it is known abroad and 
stigmatized, with some justice, as " the American System." Being a pro- 
fessedly Christian country, it is true, the attempt is occasionally made to 
put a religious gloss or veneering over the secularity of our school system 
by reading a few verses of the Bible, without note or comment, but sucha 
mechanical act, unaccompanied by any culture of the conscience, or dogma- 
tic teaching, from capable or authorized instructors, does not much relieve 
the matter. Religion is virtually divorced from education. " In Amer- 
ica," writes Lord Robert Montagu, without much exaggeration, *' a school- 
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race has been found in practice to work very badly, for all the rate-payers 
insitc on bearing their share in the disposal of the funds and the manage- 
ment of the school. They, in fact, determine what shall be taught in 
the school. The Unitarians forbid the mention of the Trinity* The 
Socinians stipulate that the divinity of Christ shall not be taught. The 
Deists do not permit the presence of a personal God to be inculcated* 
Not to offend the Jews, Sunday may not be regarded as a holy day. To 
apeak of 'judgment to come,' gives umbrage to the Uni versa lists. The 
Baptists will not hear of infant baptism. The Roman Catholics forbid the 
use of the Bible. The Theiscs scorn all revelation. The Independents 
will have no forms of prayer ; and the Quakers no Sacraments. The resi- 
due which may be taught is a caput inoriuum. The populution are 
trained to unbelief; their conscience becomes hardened ; their standard 
of right is lowered; respect for law and authority is destroyed." And to 
this cause we are pointed more than to any other for the free-thinking 
and scepticism, the low moral tone, as well as the alleged disproportionably 
heavy criminal sutistics of our country^-compared with England, Prussia, 
and other countries where education includes moral and religious training. 
It is easy enough to say that the Sunday-school is sufficient for relig- 
ious instruction, but what is one hour a week in the most essential of all 
studies in the formation of character, when daily drill is needed. It was 
well said by Dr. Hawks forty years ago, and is as true now : *' the edu- 
cation of this country is, I fear, addressed too exclusively to the head. 
We have not begun yet to make it a part of the business to educate the 
heart' We provide for the man physical and for the man intellectual ; 
but not for the man moral. This is wrong. Religion no more comes 
by instinct than reading and writing do ; and we must teach religion or 
abandon the only efficient agent in training the moral man." If we will 
well consider it, the education of the moral faculties is essential to the 
proper and safe development of the intellectual. Modern philosophy and 
the Christian religion enforce the same truth, that education should have 
reference to the entire being, acknowledging the supremacy indeed of the 
moral powers, otherwise you are educating a monster who will do sad 
mischief to the State, to society, and to the best interests of civilization. 
Even Victor Cousin, the French philosopher, in addressing the minister 
of Public Instruction, declares with an intelligence and emphasis worthy 
the attention of American Churchmen, ** Thank God, sir, you are too en- 
lightened a statesman to think that true popular instruction can exist without 
moral education, popjlar morality without religion, or popular religion 
without a church. Christianity ought to be the basis of the instruction 
of a people ; we must not flinch from an open profession of this maxim ; 
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it is no less politic than it is honest. We baptize our children, and 
bring them up in the Christian faith and in the bosom of the church; io 
after life, age, reflection, the breath of human opinions modify their earl; 
impresssions, but it is good that these impressions should have been mide 
by Christianity. Let our popular schools then be Christian, let them be 
so entirely and earnestly. The mind and the character are what a troe 
master ought above all to fashion. We must lay the foundations of 
moral life in the souls of the young, and therefore we must place reli^ 
ious instruction in the first ranks in thee ducation in our normal schools." 
A weighty obligation rests upon us, in view of the needs of our times, 
aud the peculiar nature of our social and political institutions. As we 
are a Christian people, let us determine for ourselves to have a Christito 
education for our offspring, ^' to bring them up" as divinely coaoseled 
''in the nurture and and admonition of the Lord." The Romanist, the 
Mohammedan and the Pagan are wisely alert in instilling at the earliest 
moment the principles of their religious codes. Consistent practice, with 
us, should come from correct belief. Let us inscribe upon the door-posts 
of our School-houses, as well as upon the lintels of the Sanctuary "Ho- 
liness to the Lord«" As far as our words or influence may go, let us en- 
courage the complete culture of the whole man, the symmetrical devel- 
opment of all his powers, recognizing the two worlds in which he is to 
live, and knowing that the proper education for the one is the necessary 
education for the other. 

In conclusion, your Committee would respectfully offer this resolution: 
Resolvedy That it is the sense of this Convention that Christian edact- 
tion and church schools should be encouraged and patronized among as, 
and that every possible effort should be made to foster a spirit, and to in- 
fluence donations or legacies, which may lead to the speedy establishment 
of Diocesan institutions of acknowledged excellence, and on secure fbundt- 
tions for the moulding and training of the sons and daughters of the church.

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE FOR DEVISING A PLAN 
FOR THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE PERMANENT 

EPISCOPAL FUND. 

This Committee was raised at the last Convention of the Diocese under 
the following action, viz.: (See Journal of 1S74, page 48). 

'^Resolved, That a special Committee be appointed to devise and 
"report a plan for the enlargement of the permanent Episcopal Fund." 

The subject thus committed to the consideration of the undersigned, 
has received their very careful attention, because profoundly convinced 
of its great importance. The pressing claims of the benevolent institu- 
tions of the church and the diminished resources of many of its members, 
indicate that the present is scarcely the time to inaugurate measures 
which shall rapidly enlarge the Fund. But the Committee feel that 
something may still be done, and that if once fairly started, even in a 
small way, a fund for accumulation may in a few years become an impor- 
tant adjunct to that now existing* 

In presenting the results of their mature deliberation, the Committee 
do not recite in detail the reasons for the action they propose, but if it 
be the pleasure of the Convention, will submit certain resolutions, and 
follow them with such verbal statements and explanations as shall com- 
mend them, the Committee trusts, to the favorable consideration of this 
body. The following are therefore respectfully submitted, viz : 

I. Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund pay to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese the income of $50,000, of said Fund, and that 
any surplus over that amount in the Fund shall be held for accumulation 
nntil the fiirther order of the Convention. 
5 
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2. Resolved, That the Standing Committee on the Salary of tlie 
Bishop, be directed to assess upon the Parishes an amount which with the 
income from the $50,000 shall be sufficient to pay the salary pledgrd by 
the Convention to the Bishop, as well as insurance and repain to the 
Episcopal Residence. 

3. Resolved, That fifteen per cent, of the annual collections for the 
fund for aged and infirm clergymen be appropriated to the accumulating 
Episcopal Fund, except in such cases where parishes may prefer to mtke 
a special collection for this object. 

4* Resolved, that the object sought to be accomplished under the 
foregoing proposed action be warmly commended to the Laymen of the 
Diocese, in the hope and expectation that those who realize its importtnce, 
and have the ability to render substantial aid, will by special contriiu- 
tions or bequests, give to the accumulating fund for the tupport of the 
Episcopate of this Diocese a hopeful inauguration and a healthy growth.

The Convention proceeded to the election of the Standing 
Committee and the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

The names of the Clergy were called by the Secretary, 
and of the Parishes by the Assistant Secretary ; and the 
members having deposited their ballots, the tellers retired 
to count the votes.

PROOEEDINaS OF THE NINTH CONVENTION. 



Brooklyn, Tuesday ^ May i6th^ 1876. 

This being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Long Island for 
the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled at ten o'clock, for Divine Service, in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, in the City of Brooklyn, the 
place appointed by the Bishop. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Mr. Carter, the Rev. 
Mr. Harrison reading the first lesson, and the Rev. Mr. 
Kimber the second. The Rev. Mr. Maynard said the Creed 
and Prayers. 

The Ante-Communion Service was read by the Rev. Dr. 
Diller, the Rev. Dr. Moore reading the Epistle, and the Rt. 
Rev. Dr. Smith, President of the House of Bishops, the Gos- 
pel. 

The Rev. Dr. Hall announced, after Morning Prayer, Hymn 
133 : after the Ante-Communion Service, Hymn 277, and in 
the Communion office, Hymn 205. 

The Rev. Dr. Schenck preached the Sermon from the text, 
2 Tim. chap iii. verse i. 

The Offertory was read by the Rev. Dr. Haskins, and the 
Alms, which were appropriated to the Missionary work of the 
Diocese, were collected by the Rev. Messrs. Chadwell, Twing, 
Tighe and Wilson. 

The Rev. Dr. Smith said the Prayer for Christ Church Mili- 
tant, the Rev. Dr. Paddock the Exhortation and Confession, 
the Presiding Bishop pronouncing the Absolution. The 
Comfortable Words were said by the Rev. Dr. Snively, and 
3 
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the Presiding Bishop proceeded with the Consecration of the 
Elements, being assisted in the distribution by the Rev. Drs. 
Moore, Diller, Haskins, Johnson. Paddock, Smith, Schenck, 
Drowne, and the Rev. Thomas Turner of the Church of 
England. The Post-Communion was said by the Rev. Dr. 
Johnson, and the Rev. Dr. Diller pronounced the Benedic- 
tion. 

After a brief recess, the Rev. Dr. Diller, the senior presbyter 
present, took the Chair, and called the Convention to order. 

The Secretary then proceeded to call the names of the 
Clergy of the Diocese entitled to seats, when sixty answered 
to their names, and took their seats as members.* 

The Churches entitled to representation were then called 
over, and the Lay Delegates presented their certificates, which 
were examined by the Secretary and a Cominittee, appointed 
by the PRESIDENT, viz.: Hon. John W. Hunter, and Mr. 
William Floyd-Jones. 

The names of the Lay Delegates duly appointed were call- 
ed, when Delegates from thirty-eight Parishes appeared and 
took their seats.t • 

A constitutional quorum being present, the PRESIDENT 
declared the Convention duly organized for business. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Hall, the vote by ballot was 
unanimously dispensed with, and the Rev. Jacob W. Diller, 
D.D., was elected President. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Schenck, the vote by ballot 
was unanimously dispensed with, and the Rev. T. Stafford 
Drowne, D.D., was re-elected Secretary. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Snively, the vote by ballot was 
unanimously dispensed with, and Mr. Alexander V. Blake 
was re-elected Treasurer. 

The Secretary nominated the Rev. Edmund D. Cooper, as

Convention. 
On motion of the Rev. Dr. Schenck, it was 

Resolved, That the Rules of Order of the last Convention be adbpted as the Rules 
of Order of this body, with the exception of the last clause of the XXVIth Rule, re- 
quiring one day's previous notice of any change. 

The President announced the Rule of Order, providing for 
the admission of persons not members to the sittings of the 
Convention ; whereupon several availed themselves of the pri- 
vilege. 

The Rt. Rev. Dr. Smith, the Presiding Bishop of the Church, 
who had assisted in the opening services, was introduced by 
the Chair and received by the Convention standing. 

The following Letter, addressed to the Convention by the 
Bishop of this Diocese, was read by the Secretary : 

LETTER OF BISHOP LITTLEJOHN. 

Vbnick, A^ii a8th, 1876, 
Te the Clergy and Laity of the Dioeese of Long Island, in Conveniion assembled. 

Dear Brethren : 
Until within a few days I had no thought that I should not be with 
you at this time. As you will have learned before this reaches you, I 
have been unexpectedly detained by domestic affliction. The details, 
so fiir as they affect my movements homeward, will be made known to 
you through others. I had quite finished my work as "Bishop in 
Charge of Foreign Churches," and had begun to look forward with joy 
to the early assumption of my customary duties in my beloved Diocese. 
The necessity of a longer absence from you causes me deep regret. 
This regret, however, is lessened by the comforting as9urance that peace 
and good will continue to prevail among you as heretofore, and that 
aside from the temporary postponement of my visitations of Parishes 
desiring Confirmation at this time, there is no leading interest of the 
Diocese th«it will materially suffer. Though fully persuaded that noth- 
ing needing your care will be overlooked, I venture, in the earnest- 
ness of my solicitude, to beg that you will in your deliberations and in 
the practical measures you may adopt, have primary regard — 

1st To the pressing wants of the Missions of the Diocese. 

2nd. To those of our various Diocesan Charitable Institutions. 

3rd. To those of our weak and struggling Parishes which, though 
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feeling very sorely, amid the financial depression of the times, the heavy 
pecuniary burdens resting upon them, yet cannot participate in the 
fostering care and help of our Missionary Committee. 

Commending to God, and to the word of His grace, yourselves and 
the Congregations of Christ's flock committed to your care, and pray- 
ing that all things you may say and do in this Annual Council may 
bring forth the peaceable fruits of righteousness, 

I am, Dear Brethren, most faithfully and affectionately 
Your servant in Christ and His Church, 

A. N. LiTTLEJOHN, 

Bishop of Long Island. 

Bishop Smith addressed the Convention, stating the reasons 
which led to the appointment of our Diocesan to the oversight 
of the Foreign Churches ; the wisdom and efficiency with 
which the difficult duties of the office have been dis- 
charged, and specially the significance of the great historical 
event of the time, the Consecration of St. Paul's, Rome ; and 
in conclusion dwelling upon the heavy affliction which has 
befallen the household of our Bishop, and has prolonged his 
absence from us. 

The Convention, through its President, thanked the Rt. 
Rev. the Presiding Bishop for his presence with us, and his 
affectionate address. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Snively it was resolved that the 
letter of Bishop Littlejohn be referred to a Committee, with 
directions to report to this Convention. 

The President appointed the Rev. Drs. Snively, Hall, and 
Schenck, and Messrs. Pierrcpont and Townsend as this Com- 
mittee. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Johnson, it was 

Resolved^ That when this Committee adjourns this afternoon, it adjourn to meet 
this evening in this Church, to attend a meeting to be held in behalf of the Missionary 
work in this Diocese, at eight o'clock.

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OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Long Island respectfully 
report the following meetings and official acts : 

June 2ist, 1875. — '^^ Committee oiganized by the election of the 
Rev. Charles H. Hall, D.D., as President, and the Rev. T. Stafford 
Drowne, D.D., as Secretary. Stated meetings were ordered to be held 
on Mondays of the Ember weeks. The proper testimonial on behalf of 
Henry Bedinger, applying to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Dea- 
cons, was signed. 

September aoth, i875.-^The proper testimonial on behalf of Robert 
Bayard Snowden, applying to be admitted a Candidate for Holy Orders, 
was signed. 

November 8th, 1875. — A communication was received from the 
Bishop, bearing date 15th of October, 1875, announcing his intention to 
sail for Europe on the day succeeding, in order to visit officially the 
Foreign Churches placed under his care and oversight, and during his 
absence authorizing this Committee to act as the Eccle3iastical Author- 
ity of the Diocese, in conformity with Section XIII. Canon 13^ Tide I. 
of the Digest Consent was given to the Consecration of the Rev. 
James H. Eccleston, D.D., as Bishop of Iowa, of the Rev. William 
Edward McLaren, D.D., as Bishop of Illinois, and of the Rev. John 
Henry Hobart Bro>vn, S.T.D., as Bishop of Fond du Lac, and the 
proper testimonials were signed. 

December 13th, 1875. — The proper testimonial on behalf of the Rev. 
Spencer Summerfield Roche, applying to be admitted to the Sacred 
Order of Priests, was signed. 

March 6th, 1876. — ^The proper testimonials on behalf of the Rev. C 
Mcllvaine Nicholson, applying to be admitted to the Sacred Order of 
Priests : on behalf of William White Wilson, Robert Bayard Snowden, 
and Joseph Perinchief Cameron, applying to be admitted to the Sacred 
Order of Deacons ; and on behalf of John C. Welwood, applying to 
be admitted a Candidate for Holy Orders, were signed. 

May 15th, 1876. — ^The proper testimonials on behalf of William 
White Wilson, applying to be admitted to the Sacred Order of Priests, 
and of Thomas Benjamin Fulcher, applying to be admitted to the 
Sacred Order of Deacons, were signed. Letters were received from the 
Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, regretting his inability to return 
in time for the Convention, in consequence of sickness and death in his 
family ; and a Minute expressive of sympathy with him in his affliction 
was adopted, and ordered to be sent to the Cleigy, with a request for 
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the Prayers of the Diocese in behalf of our beloved Chief-Pastor and 
his bereaved family. 



Acting as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, under the 
appointment of the Bishop, this Committee have performed the follow- 
ing official acts : 

November 8th, 1875. — Received into the Diocese the Rev. James O. 
Drumm, Presbyter from the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania. 

December 13th, 1875. — Requested the Rt Rev. the Bishop of New 
York to ordain the Rev. Spencer Summerfield Roche to the priesthood ; 
and the Rt Rev. the Bishop of Western New York to confirm certain 
personal friends in St. Ann's Church, Brooklyn. Letters Dimissory 
were granted to the Rev. Irving McElroy, wishing to be transferred to 
the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese of Albany. The Rev. John 
J. Harrison was received into this Diocese from the Diocese of Con- 
necticut, and the Rev. Richard S. Adams from the Diocese of Albany. 
March 6th, 1876. — Canonical notice was received of the deposition 
from the priesthood of the Rev. P. F. Stevens, by the Bishop of South 
Carolina^ Letters Dimissory were granted to the Rev. James Hattrick 
Lee, removing to the Diocese of Western New York, to the Rev. 
Charles Pelietreau, removing to the Diocese of Albany, and to the Rev. 
George S.' Bennitt, removing to the Diocese of Massachusetts. Notice 
was received of the resignation of the Rev. J. Frederick £sch as 
Assistant Minister of St George's Church, Flushing, in charge of St 
Paul's Chapel, College Point The Rt Rev. the Bishop of New York 
was requested to ordain to the Diaconate William White Wilson, and 
Robert Bayard Snowden. The President of this Committee was 
authorized to receive or grant Letters Dimissory, and in case the Rector 
of a Parish desires the visitation of a Bishop for administering the rite 
of Confirmation, to sanction the necessary arrangements therefor. The 
Bishop of New York was invited to administer Confirmation in the 
Church of the Messiah, the Bishop of Ohio in St Ann's Church, and 
Bishop Southgate in the Church of the Reformation. 

May 15th, 1876. — St Paul's Church, Woodside, intending to apply for 
admission into Convention, the requisite certificate of approval by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority was granted and duly signed.

Dimissory from the Bishop of New York, and the proper notice re- 
ceived of his appointment as Assistant Minister of St George's, 
Flushing, in charge of St. Foul's Chapel, College Point It was de- 
cided, in accordance with the Canon on Discipline, to re-nominate the 
present Ecclesiastical Court for election by the Convention for the ensu- 
ing two years.

There is owing to the Fund from different churches about $200.00, 
but the prospect of collecting much of it, is ver}* poor and uncer- 
tain. 

Owing to a resolution at the last Convention, that the Treasurer of 
the Episcopal Fund should, after the first of Januan% pay to this Com- 
mittee the income of only Fifty Thousand Dollars, it became neces- 
sary to make larger assessments on Parishes, for the support of the 
Bishop this year. This increase has been very unpopular ; many 
churches have remonstrated against it, and some have positively 
declined to pay the increase, from inability. In view of this, with the 
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uncertainty that the income of 50,cxx) dollars can be depended upon 
to yield seven per cent interest, and with the wish to reduce the 
issessments for 1877 to what they were for last year : — Your Cora- 
nittee would respectfully ask for a repeal of the resolution on page 65 
3f Journal of 1875, ^ follows : 

*' Resolvedy That the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund pay to the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, the income of 50,000 dollars of said Fund, and that any surplus over that 
imoont in the Fund, shall be held for accumulation until the further order of the 
Convention." 

Your Committee desire to urge upon delinquent Parishes, tlie 
lecessity of paying at once what they are in arrears ; and upon all 
:hurches to pay promptly on the first of each January and July the 
imount assessed upon them, without waiting for the Treasurer to call 
for it

" Another year has passed, and again we submit for consideration the 
claims of our gradually increasing Fund for the maintenance of the 
Ministers of the Gospel of our Blessed Lord who are disabled by age or 
infirmity from further prosecuting the Master's work. 

** We feel that neither argument nor exhortation is necessary to vin- 
dicate this charity or stimulate the beneficence of our congregations. 
The object of this note is chiefly to **8tir up their pure minds by way 
of remembrance," as the day of annual Thanksgiving draws on, when 
the offerings of the people are invited in this behalf. 

•' It is, however, to be borne in mind, that by the action of our last 
Diocesan Convention, an added incentive has been proposed for increased 
liberality now and hereafter. 

**By reference to the Journal of the Proceedings of the Diocesan 
Convention of 1875, (page 66,) it will be seen that the following action 
was taken, viz. : 

• Resohedy Tliat fifteen per cent of the Annual Collections for the Fund for Aged 
and Infirm Clergymen, be appropriated to the Accumulating Episcopal Fund, except 
in such cases where Parishes may prefer to make a special collection for this object.'' 
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•*This Resolution was reported by a Special Committee, created by 
the Convention of 1874, for devising a plan for the permanent enlarge- 
ment of the Episcopal Fund. 

''It is, of course, well known that the present Episcopal Fund is 
inadequate to the support of the Episcopate in this Diocese, and that 
the deficiency is each year supplied by assessments on the Parishes. 

"Now the sentiment of the above quoted Resolution, is that we 
should not only take the initiative in measures looking to such increase 
of the Episcopal Fund as shall relieve the Parishes from Annual Assess- 
ments for this object, but that the theory of the Aged and Infirm Clergy 
Fund should be entirely reduced to practice, by providing for the con- 
tingency of aged and infirm Bishops as well as aged and infirm Presby- 
ters. 

'' It is hoped that this will be so well appreciated by the Clergy and 
Laity of the Diocese, that in congregations where no special collection 
is made under the suggestion of the above Resolution, there will be 
such increased ofierings on Thank^ving Day as shall sustain the average 
annual contributions to the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, exclusive of 
the proposed percentage for the Accumulating Episcopal Fund. 

"With this simple statement, we invoke our fdlow-churchmen of 
Long Island to the more active furtherance of the good work of which 
they have made us the official promoters. 

"May the Lord of the Harvest give us all good disposition to furnish 
bread for the field laborers who grow old in gathering sheaves. " 

The Trustees are glad to report that the Fund has increased some 
upon its condition of last year ; although the increase is about five 
hundred dollars less than the previous year. This is accounted for 
by the contribution to the Episcopal Fund of 232 56 by resolution of 
the last Convention, and the offerings having been from only 39 churches 
instead of 55, as before. This is a source of regret, for the number of 
applicants for relief from this Fund is constantly increasing, and the 
Trustees would like to add, at this time, several new names. It is 
hoped that all of the churches that have made collections and have 
not sent them in, will send them at once : and on the next Thanks- 
giving-day, ever}' Parish belonging to the Diocese will be heard from 
promptly and liberally, with its contribution to this most excellent 
Fund, in which we all have a common interest

ON THE CHURCH CHARITY FOUNDATION AND OTHER 

BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS 

The Committee on the Charitable Institutions of the Diocese, follow- 
ing so far in subject matter as the requirements of the Canon seem to 
indicate, would respectfully beg to report : 

The first in the list of Charities of our Church, and which has. 
through its adoption, become the Ward of this Convention, is "The 
Church Charily Foundation." This Chant}', now in its twenty-fourth 
year, is found by your Committee to have again "lengthened its cords," 
and it is trusted, "strengthened its stakes." 

Premising that most of the members of this body have read the last 
Annual Report of its Board of Managers, it were needless to allude speci- 
fically to the important enlargement to its building accommodations, 
which has been accomplished within the last year ; but in passing we 
would remark that while its immediate promoters may look iiith pride 
upon its more comely, and even stately exterior, your Committee rejoice 
to be able, from practical observation, to report, that whatever outward 
improvement is seen, may be regarded as a fiiir index of the enhanced 
comfort and convenience within. 

The enlarged facilities and nearly perfect provision for printing bis 
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been the theme of congratulation of its many visitors, and its work pro- 
mises, ander the competent and fiiithful direction of the Superintendent, 
to 3rield a largely increased profit in support of the Foundation. 

The ample accommodation of the new School-room lends increased 
fiurilities for the better ^stem and discipline of the School ; and being 
ander the direction of experienced and devoted Christian teachers, the 
Orphans seem to' be progressing favorably in their various secular stud- 
ies ; and while subject, also, to the parental system of the household, 
their general moral6 and good order is satisfactorily attained. 

Also, through the faithful teaching of the Reverend Chaplain, it is 
believed the children are properly indoctrinated in the wholesome 
truths of the Church, made familiar with her system and services, and 
carefully instructed in every duty and obligation. 

The " Home of the Aged/' continues to dispense its aid in a manner 
most grateful to those whose lives are thus rescued from the terrors of 
penury and the storms of adverse fortune in their evening and sunset, 
and are here permitted to quietly enjoy exemption from care in the 
calm of comfort ; and in God's own time, tranquilly sink to rest under 
the benign and maternal commendations of the Church of their love. 

Notwithstanding the well known natural sensitiveness of this class 
of beneficiaries, yet from personal observation and information, your 
Committee fully believe, through the careful and kindly domestic man- 
agement of this department their v^^ants are more than satisfied. 

St. Johh's HosprrAL. — ^Tliis department of the Foundation, now in the 
fifth year of its work, is quietly ministering, in true Christian love, to the 
stranger as well as to the needy sick of our own communion, skillful 
cure or amelioration to the stricken body, and spiritual remedy, comfort 
and consolation to the sin-sick soul. 

Its work has been generally commensurate with the ward accom- 
modations, and the able and kindly manner of its administration has 
ever had the attestation of its patients as well as the cordial endorse- 
ment of visitors high in both medical and State authority ; while public 
sympathy is assured by its ready and ample support by friends, attracted 
especially by this new and Christ-like development in the Diocese. 

Your Committee feel they would be remiss in their duQ', did they 
omit to revert to the evident advantage each department of the Founda- 
tion has enjoyed by its committal in its domestic management to the 
female Diaconate. The patient toil and devotion of these ' Sisters ' of 
the unfortunate for more than four years, without compensation or 
hope of reward other than " the love of Christ," certainly would seem to 
have made the Church and every fiiend of humanity and practical re- 
ligion their debtors. 
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The second institution in order is the "Sheltering Arms Nursery.'* 
Your Committee find that this most useful organization is still doing 
its work for those helpless ^vai6 which a mysterious Providence, in 
undoubted wisdom, has cast upon our attention and care ; and whether 
in infantile prattle, piteous wail, or silent slumber, their appeal is 
equally eloquent, and comes to the Christian heart with a force that 
cannot be disregarded ; for while, through the divinely appointed offices 
of our Spiritual Mother, the Church, they are "bom again" and made 
"heirs of salvation," is it not also her duty, as a consistent, fostering, 
parent, to see that these children "be virtuously brought up to live 
godly and Christian lives ?" Your Committee have to regret that this 
Institution, noble in its conception, and fiiithful in its administration, 
has, through the misfortune of some of its most liberal contributors, 
been shorn of its former resources, so that its benefits have had to be 
circumscribed by twenty-five per cent of its late work — the present 
number of its children being thirty-eight The new house to which it 
has lately been removed is found to be commodious, airy, and every 
way well adapted to its purpose ; and it seems truly a piQr-— is it not a 
shame — that with this delightful retreat, secured at a low rent and pre- 
sided over by tender care, it must be compelled to close its doors against 
some fifteen destitute "little ones," which its Wards might further 
accommodate ; children, in many cases, heirs, by both nature and grace, 
to the Church's protection and bounty ? A few hundred dollars addi- 
tional might prevent this. « 

In regard to the other Charity, which heretofore came under the 
purview of this Committee, viz.: "The Memorial Home for Consump- 
tives," your Committee are pained to report, that this work, so piously 
founded and so devotedly watched over and sustained by the efforts and 
means of one or two families of our communion, forming, as it did, 
another fair page in the history of the Diocese, lives now only in history. 
It is presumed this regretful announcement can but touch the heart of 
every member of this body, while he recalls the labor, pain.s, and 
prayers of the principal promoters of this institution during the last 
year of its struggle for existence. 

Although this Charity had been the burden of the deepest solicitude 
and devoutest prayers of its noble-hearted founder, ere she passed to her 
reward, and had been, after her decease, received as a sacred legacy and 
sustained principally by the means of another, of the founder's name 
and kindred, trusting that by his own and others' help it might be per- 
mitted to continue a perpetual mission in the service of Him who 
"went about doing good," yet the hands which had been so lovingly 
extended towards it have, by a mj'sterious chastening, been weakened, 
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and at last withdrawn, and the work lives only in the sweet conscious- 
ness of its promoters, as having done '' what they could/' and also in 
the remembrance of the grateful manifestation of those friendless and 
suffering ones, whose pains were alleviated, and dying pillows softened 
by these disinterested Christian ministers. 

May these consoling reflections be their compensation, till they fmd 
their reward whither their grateful dependents, now, it is hgpcd, rich 
in the joys of Paradise, await them. And may the name of Wheatley 
long be cherished as a prompter to the highest Christian exertion and 
duty. 

Under the present circumstances, your Committee feel they would 
not fully comply with the requirements of the Canon without endeavor- 
ing humbly, but earnestly, to impress upon this Convention, First : the 
indispensable importance of such common and corporate institutions as 
we have been laboring for, such as shall redound to the good came of 
the Church, of which we fully believe Christ to be the Head, while by 
His grace we are members. And secondly : That being established, 
and becoming, as i( were, the working hands of his ''Body,'' they 
should be sustained with all that conscious regard, which is wont to be 
entertained towards the Church herself. Individual or Parochial benefi- 
cence may be the exclusive election of some, and fully satisfy their 
consciences ; yet, as a Diocesan Church, under her own Bishop, your 
Committee believe she should have — heeding the divine command, 
•*Let your light shine before men" — something noble in mutual pur- 
pose, and of practical worth and utility in its benefactions, to shew as 
common fruits. And it would seem to behoove us to thus secure ' ' a good 
report of them that are without," *' that they, seeing her good works," 
may be led thereby, in God's own time, and by the power of His Spirit 
with us, in, and through the Church, to ''glorify their Father in 
Heaven." 

To conclude, your Committee would respectfully intimate that these 
considerations are mainly prompted by the apparent want of interest 
still manifest in some quarters and in some Parishes, although, happily, 
it is noteworthy that the evident regard towards these Charities has, 
during the last few years, become more general. It is to be remarked 
that, while the work of our institutions, and especially the elder of the 
remaining two, in the enlarged scope of her work and the perfectness 
of its administration, has been such as to send her fame well across two 
continents, though she stands stately and almost sublime in her moral 
significance, inspiring a natural and laudable pride in every member of 
our communion yet it were perilous, if not suicidal, not to consider the 
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grave import which the late report of the Treasurer of the Foundation 
discloses. Finding there the foct, that as between the general expenses 
and the total contributions, there is a considerable deficit, which must 
lead to serious embarrassment, and compromise the honor and prospects 
of the Institution unless soon remedied, it would seem to be the du^ 
of this Qonvention, either by official action or by individual assumption 
of the purpose by each member, to disseminate the facts and their peril- 
ous portent in the Parish he may represent, in such an earnest manner 
that a lively conscience may be awakened, and increased contributions 
may relieve the Finance Committee and place these Charities on that 
permanent basis which may cause apprehension of their serious embar- 
rassment to be dismissed, and confirm the assurance that their ministries 
shall be perpetual, and stand a refuge for the helpless, and a true glory 

of the Church.

The Report of the Committee on the Formation of a Dioce- 
san Library was, on motion, taken up and amended to read 
as follows : 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DIOCESAN LIBRARY. 

The Committee lo whom it was referred to consider and report upon 
the subject of a Library for the Diocese, respectfully report that they 
have received sufficient encouragement to warrant them in recommend- 
ing the establishment of such a Library. 

Through the courtesy of the authorities of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Brooklyn, temporary accommodations have been secured in the Chapel 
of that Church. In response to a circular letter sent out by the Com- 
mittee, a few books have been already promised ; and they have reason 
to think that when the Library is established, liberal donations will be 
made to it They would respectfully recommend the adoption of the 
annexed Resolutions : 

Resolved^ That a Library Committee of three Clergymen and two 
Laymen be appointed by the chair ; and that the Committee have 
power to establish, maintain and manage the Diocesan Library ; to 
correspond with the Clergy and Laity on the subject ; and to receive 
gifts in books or money. 

Resotoed^ That the Clergy of the Diocese and such of the Laity as 
may contribute to it shall be entitled to use the Dbrary under such 
regulations as the Convention shall, from time to time, establish. 

Resolved, That the Diocesan Library be temporarily deposited in a 
place which the Committee may consider convenient and safe.

It is with mingled feelings of gratitude and regret that your Com- 
mittee present to the Convention this their Annual Report They 
cannot but be deeply grateful to God for the measure of success which 
has attended the work of the Missionaries. They cannot but be filled 
with regret,* in view of the poverty of interest which the Diocese at large 
has shown in this most important branch of Church enterprise. 

In speaking of work which has been done during the past year, we 
naturally begin with the labors of those connected with the Associate 
Mission in Suffolk County, still under the foithful leadership of the Rev. 
Thomas Cook. He writes, that although times have been trying, and 
difficulties many, still he is encouraged, and believes that the work o^ 
the Church has progressed. New stations have been organized, and the 
praises of the Triune Grod have been sung by many who but for our 
Mission would still be without light and knowledge. 

At Riverhead, where the Rev. Mr. Cook resides, although many have 
been forced to leave the place for lack of employment, the attendance 
at the Church Services, and the interest in the same continue to increa^ 
This year the building has been provided with lamps ; thus evening 
worship has been held. It is expected that at the next visit of the 
Bishop quite a number will show their sincerity by presenting them- 
selves for Confirmation. Number of Communicants, 36 ; Baptisms, 
27 Infants, 1 1 Adults ; Marriages, 3 ; Burials, 8 ; Number Sunday- 
school scholars, 60 ; Scholars in Day School, 38. 

At Yaphank and Brookhaven, the Rev. I. N. W. Irvine has been in 
charge until Easter Sunday, when he withdrew from the Associate 
Mission, and accepted a call to St. James', Smithtown. In Yaphank he 
held service in the afternoon of Sunday, Saints' days, and Wedne§days. 
Baptisms, 3 Adults and 9 Infants; has solemnized 3 Marriages, and 
attended 9 Funerals. In the village of Brookhaven services were held 
on Sunday, in the morning and evening ; 9 Adults and 6 Infants have 
been baptized, and 7 Persons have been Confirmed. 
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At Port Jefferson services were conducted during the summer and 
£ill by Rev. Mr. Lee, but since the Church at Smithtown has been 
without a rector, these ser\ices have been suspended. It is hoped that 
they will soon be resumed. At this point a chapel is very much needed, 
and until obtained, the work can never be of a very permanent or 
successful character. Number of Baptisms, i Adult, 2 Infants ; present 
number of Communicants, 4. 

The Rev. J. H. Prescott continues in care of the stations at Pat- 
chogue and Sayville. He reports the work as especially encouraging in 
the latter place. Number of Baptisms, 17 ; Marriages, i ; Deaths, i. 
A class is ready for Confirmation. The Sunday-school is well attended 
by about 65 children. An Industrial School was started in October, 
average attendance, 25. The church edifice has been improved and a 
furnace added. Altogether there has been expended $275. The mort- 
gage on the property of $1, 500 has been reduced to $1,260. Six of the 
t^'elve acres of land held by the Church have been surveyed, mapped 
out, and devoted to the uses of a Cemetery. It contains 700 lots. 
Half of the money obtained from sales of land goes to the Church, and 
half is invested for the benefit of the Cemetery. 

Since our last report the Church at Greenport and the Church at 
Shelter Island have been placed under the charge of the Associate 
Mission, and the Rev. H. Bedinger, who in July was added to the 
mission, has ministered at these places. He reports the work mode- 
rately prosperous : 4 Adults and 7 Infants have been baptized ; present 
number of Communicants, 33 ; and of Sunday Scholars, 30. 

Considerable progress has been made in the work at Farmingdale 
and Sweet Hollow. land has been obtained for the erection of 
Church buildings, and in the latter place the foundation of a small 
chapel is completed. The work entrusted to this Associate Mission 
18 only being pushed forward slowly, because there is need of both 
men and means to make it more aggressive. Many points demand 
missionary services, but for the present they can only be looked at 
from a distance. May the Lord so dispose the hearts of his people 
that they will soon enable us to go over and occupy the land. 

Christ Church, Sag Harbor, has suffered the loss of its Rector, who 
died last summer. Under the faithful care of the Rev. Wm. Mow- 
bray, the parish was rapidly growing, but since his death it has not 
received aid from our Committee. The Rev. Mr. Harrison is now 
Rector, and the Church is reported to be in a flourishing condition. 

St. John's, Parkville, from various causes has had a trying year of 
it, and needs all the pecuniary encoumgement that can be extended it. 

The Rev. R. H. L. Tighe resigned his position as missionary in 
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September, to accept a call to Grace Chapel, High Street, Brooklyn ; but 
he has maintained, at the request of the Bishop, during his alienee, a 
general interest in the work of the parish. The Rev. R. B. Snowden 
has been conducting the services. Number of Families attending the 
church, 14; Individuals, 40; Sunday-school Scholars, 18. 

St Thomas Mission is still under the care of the Rev. C L. Twing, 
who, as Lay Reader, conducted the services of this station last year. 
He reports that since his ordination, in May last, there has been a 
constant growth of interest and revenue. He seems greatly en- 
couraged in his work, and asks for your earnest sympathy and 
prayers. Number of Families, 15; Individuals. 80; Baptisms, 15; 
Marriages, 6 ; Burials, 5 ; present number of Communicants, 15 ; 
Sunday-school Scholars, 55. Total contributions for the year, from 
Offertory, friends and Sunday-school, $900 79. 

St Paul's, Eastern District, reports through its Rector, the Rev. N. 
Maynard, a list of Families, 145 ; Individuals, 300 ; Communicants, 
150; number of baptisms, 17; Confirmations, 23; Marriages, 5; 
Deaths, 12; Sunday-school Scholars, 250. The expenses of the year 
have been met, and the interest on the debt of about $1,600 has been 
punctually paid. 

St Barnabas' Church, Rev. H. E. Hovey, Rector, reports growth, 
but the Parish, so far as its finances are concerned, has not been able to 
make any permanent advancement, and seems still to belong to the 
department of Missionary enterprise. It contains large numbers to be 
reached, and small resources to accomplish the work. 

Services have been conducted at St Timothy's Mission, Brownsville, 
by Mr. Wm. H. Tomlins, Lay Reader. The number of families, 20 ; 
Individuals, 50; Communicants, 18; Sunday-school Scholars, 49; 
Baptisms, Adults 5, In&nts 4 ; Burial, i. The Contributions have 
amounted to $123 71. As formerly, so now, the report comes to us 
that this is a difficult and peculiar field to work, and that it is chiefly 
in the instruction given to the children that there is the most hope of 
success. This season ends the labors of Mr. Tomlins in this place, 
where he has been at work for three years. 

Although, from this hasQr statistical sketch, it will be seen that there 
has been a certain amount of work accomplished, your Committee feel 
that it does not represent a just expotient of the ability of our Diocese, 
either in point of wealth or numbers. The work which is entrusted 
to this Committee to carry on, is of such a nature that it belongs to every 
. pastor, parish and person in the Church, as an individual responsibility, 
which may not righteously be cast off upon another. In the details of 
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its administration, of course, we are ready and willing, under the guid- 
ance of our beloved Bishop, to labor earnestly ; but so far as the per- 
sonal interest of all who hold dear the work of Diocesan Missions is 
concerned, each for himself must pray, and work, and give. If the 
future is to be interpreted by the history of the past year, it will be 
impossible for us to extend our field of operation, or even to maintain 
our present status, except with the greatest effort Indeed, had it not 
been that the good Lord has blessed us with a Treasurer both able and 
willing to assist your Committee in the hours of its financial embarrass- 
ment, your missionaries would have suffered considerably during the 
past winter, and our stipends would have remained unpaid, when the 
pittance we give was most deeply needed. We are not a poor, feeble, 
inactive Diocese, but a strong, wealthy, vigorous organization ; and as 
such we should make our united influences tell in this very important 
work of Diocesan Missions. The more confidence we have in our 
Bishop, the more we feel that he has the spiritual wel&re of the Island 
at heart ; the more we are convinced that he administers this trust wisely, 
conscientiously, impartially, the more ready ought we to be to contribute 
earnestly and liberally of our prayers and alms towards this branch of 
our common work, so especially under his supervising care. His absence 
from our midst during these months that have passed, is no doubt one 
reason why both interest and contributions have diminished — but that 
it is a just excuse for the lack of either, does not so readily appear. 

You will remember the resolution which your Committee proposed 
in their last Report. How well the Diocese has carried out that request 
and advice, our depleted treasury has firequently told. Your Committee 
believe that the public meeting during the session of Convention which 
this year they have inaugurated, will afford such information upon 
the subject, and infuse such new interest <cind life into this work, that 
they look with strong hope and courage into the future, and pray God 
to baptise every heart with a new zeal ip the cause of Missions in our 
own Diocese.

REPORT OF MISSION WORK AT THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS IN 

FLATBUSH AND BROOKLYN. 

Flatbush Hospital. 

The Rev. Mr. Bradin administered the Holy Communion 4 timet 
to 34 patients, baptized 19 Infants and i Adult,^and Dr. Camp cele- 
brated 3 times for 13 patients and baptized 6 Inlants; making 26 Bap- 
tisms and 37 sick persons receiving the Holy Communion. 
8 
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I have visited these institutions every week, as usual. No change has 
been made in them of any consequence since the last Report, with the 
exception of abolishing the Nursery. I have visited them at the '* Home 
for Destitute Children/' on Butler St, where the Protestant children 
from the Nursery were sent ; and find their condition every way. im- 
proved. 

Have had 6 persons buried in Evergreens Cemetery, who were mem- 
bers of the Church. Rev. Mr. Bradin read the Service over 4, sind the 
others were removed by their friends. 

Dr. Snively gave me $30, Mrs. Gracie $5, and Mr. Bradin $1, 
making $36 00, which have been used for funerals and nourishment 
for those who were very ill ; and Dr. Diller has kindly furnished the 
permits for the graves. 

Have found employment for 27 persons, and sent many destitute ones 
where they would be cared for. 

Have distributed a very large amount of Tracts, Prayer Books, Church 
papers and Magazines, which are always gladly received in Brooklyn as 
well as Flatbush ; have also given out 3 barrels of clothing to the poor 
during the winter. 

I have visited at the Hospitals and institutions in Brooklyn, as usual, 
but will not specify any, as it is one Work for the Master, but so few 
hands to do it, and so little to work with, that your missionary can 
only pray the Lord of the Harvest to bless the seed scattered, and 
'* send forth more laborers into His Harvest.''

OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 

The attention of the Convention of the Diocese of " Long Island " is 
called from year to year to the solemn fact that the Christian Church 
has a duty to perform in the directing of the educational interests of all 
her children. Your Committee has been necessarily a tentative body, 
and its simple work has likewise been devoid of any actual aggressive 
movement in the direction of permanent establishments. The fetct 
presented in the Report of last year, is, and probably always will be an 
obstacle in the way of any distinctively Church School organization in 
the city of Brooklyn. The admirable public school system that obtains 
here, which is indeed a cause for congratulation, and the well en- 
dowed private undertakings, offer unusual educational advantages to 
the youth of both sexes ; so that the few Churchly ventures that have 
been made in parishes, or independently, have had to struggle "'gainst 
mighty odds." The admirable school relinquished during the past year 
by the Rev. Mr. Tighe, has fallen into the hands of the Rev. Prof 
Marvin, who brings to his work much experience, great zeal, and a 
spirit of earnest devotion ; and your Committee feel that he should be 
encouraged .by the Churchmen in his vicinity. But with the exception 
of this, and several smaller parochial schools, it is evident that our 
hopes for a noble and flourishing institution, under the complete and 
wise control of the Bishop, must be centered in some one of the many 
eligible provincial towns of our Island Diocese. 
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The ''Diocese of Albany/' has set us a notable example, and we 
ought to be encouraged to follow so successful a leading. St Agnes' 
School, under the supervision of a band of devoted Deaconesses, has 
already achieved a fame that is the theme for discussion even in the ven- 
erable cloisters of Oxford and Cambridge. The renowned establishment 
at Burlington, N. J., **St. Mary's School," also assuredly appeals to 
our emulative pride ; and your Committee come before you at this time 
more fully impressed than ever before, with the imperative claims of the 
needs of young Churchmen that are growing up around us. In an age 
when the very bulwarks of the *' Faith once delivered to the saints," are 
being undermined by the godless and the thoughtless ; wheie infi- 
delity stalks unabashed up and down in our midst ; when the very 
"truth lies bleeding in our streets ;' there is great necessity for the 
proper spiritual culture and training of the growing generation. Not 
only the religious, but the political problems of the future are thus to 
be solved ; and the safety of the nation, as well as the integrity of the 
Church, will be largely affected bf the character of the foundations we 
may lay. 

With no little earnestness would your Committee refer you to the 
Triennial charge of our beloved Bishop, — in which this Convention has 
had set forth most eloquently and learnedly the historic truth that one 
of the most fruitful causes for the decline of the power and influence of 
the clergy on the masses, is to be found in the divorce of religion and 
education — ^and tlie sad spectacle is presented us to-day, of a large con- 
stituency in our midst, who would erect a training system for the chil- 
dren of our land, in which is no mention and no recognition of that 
God on whom we all depend. We therefore believe it to be the impe- 
rative duty of this Convention to seriously lay this matter to heart, and 
at least to express itself firmly and unfalteringly at its Annual Council^ 
that 90 its principles may be known and its influence fellP in the com- 
munity where it is best recognized. 

The Church schools on the Island, and outside of the city of Brook- 
lyn, are in good condition, and promise well for the future. The in- 
ducements they ofier are so superior, that we do not hesitate in re- 
commending them to you all. There is no need for sending the bbys 
and girls of this Diocese out into other sections for their training — our 
own schools are not to be despised, or overlooked ; we only ask for a 
careful examination of their claims and advantages ; and we would 
respectfully request that every parish clergyman acquaint himself with 
the condition of the several church school institutions on ''Long 
Island," that so an intelligent answer may be given to those who ask, 
' ' Where shall we send our sons and daughters for educational advan- 
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tages ?" At Glen Ck)v6, the Rector of the Patrish has taken a very active 
part in the enlargement and improvement of ''St Paul's School/' for 
boys. Through the generous kindness of a lay member of the Church, 
a school building capable of accommodating a lai:ge number of pupils, 
with grounds of more than a hundred acres in extent, are given without 
charge to this Diocesan scheme. Competent teachers are here em- 
ployed, and the terms are so liberal that many may avail themselves of 
the privilege proffered : our Bishop is the official visitor and super- 
visor of this establishment Here is an institution that shoald indeed 
be fostered and patronized. Its beauty of location ; its wise and skill- 
ful management : its religious and churchly influences — all combine to 
bring it into &vor with this Convention and Diocese. The same may 
also be said of the school at Islip, under the chaige of the Rev. Mr. 
Riley — ^which is commended very heartily and cordially to your at- 
tention. 

In offering you their Annual Report, this Committee cannot feel that 
they have done their complete duty, until they have uiged the import- 
ance of legacies and endowments for Christian educational objects in 
this Diocese. It is incumbent upon Churchmen of wealth, to give, 
in their last "will and testament," sums of money to Christian objects. 
To what nobler, or more directly spiritual purpose can our offerings 
be devoted than to the solid foundation of such institutions of religious 
training. The permanent establishment of professorial chairs and 
scholarships, is the only sure and confident basis on which our hopes 
for the future prosperity and usefulness of our schools and colleges 
can be built The noble offerings that have made the schools and 
universities of old England so famous ; the large and munificent gifts 
that are on this Centennial year being devoted to Christian and 
educational purposes by nearly a.11 . of Ae religious denominations 
around us, ought at least to stimulate our men of liberal means to 
similar deeds of love and goodness. In the spirit of earnest desire, 
therefore, we make a suggestion of this character at this time, and we 
do hope and pray that the blessed Lord, whose affectionate heart ever 
yearns toward the children of the human family, will put it into your 
minds to give willingly and abundantly unto so necessary and wise an 
object 

In conclusion, we would respectfully offer you the same formal 
resolution which was appended to our Report last year : 

** Resohid^ That it is the sense of this Convention that Christian 
Education and Church Schools should be encouraged and patronized 
among us, and that every possible effort should be made to foster a spirit, 
and to influence donations or legacies, which may lead to the speedy 
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establishment of Diocesan institutions of acknowledged excellence, and
